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Another giant 
enters battle 
for the Big Aii 


MONTREAL (CP) — Canadian Pa 
cific Investments Ltd. (CPI) has en 
(ered (hr bailie to gain control of 
MacMillan Bloi>del Ltd., the Vanrou- 
verbased forest industries giant. 

CPI. which already owns 2.11 mil¬ 
lion—or 13.4 per cent—of MacMillan 
Rloedel's 21.2 million common shares, 
announced Wednesday il Intends to 
make a public offer for all ouLsiand 
Ing common shares of (he company. 

In a statement i.ssued following a 
meeting of its board of directors. CPI 
said it would offer Mac-Bloe share 
holders a convertibk“ preferred share 
of CPI or $28 cash. Arrangements for 
the preferred shares are to be an¬ 
nounced later. 

THE OFFER, TO BE made "as soon 
as practicable," would be conditional 
upon CPI obtaining not less than 51 per 
rent of the shares of MacMillan Bloe- 
del, including the .shares it already 
owns. Canadian Pacific added, how¬ 
ever. that this condition may be. 
waived at its own discretion. 

An official for MacMillan Bloedel 
declined Wednesday to comment on 
the Canadian Pacific bid. adding that 
a board meeting has been schooled 
for early today. 

CP Investments Ltd. is the major 
money-maker for Canadian Pacific 
Ltd., the holding company for a world-

wide operation that has its headquar¬ 
ters in Montreal. 

CP Investments contributed $170 
million to CP Ltd.'s $247 million record 
profit in 1077. 

TWO FORESTRY companies arc al¬ 
ready owned by CP Investments. They 
are Great Lakes Paper and Pacific 
Logging and the latter has its head 
office in Victoria. 

Other companies under the CP In¬ 
vestments umbrella are PanCanadian 
Petroleum Ltd., the mining giant Co- 
minco Ltd.. Fording Coal Ltd.. Algo- 
ma Steel Corp. Ltd.. Marathon Realty 
Co. Ltd., CP Hotels Ltd., and Chateau 
Insurance Co. 

CPFs announcement came tmly 
hours before the board of directors of 
Montreal-based Domtar Inc. complet¬ 
ed details of its bid to gain control of 
MacMillan Bloedel. 

DOMTAR. WHICH first announced 
its takever intention Dec. 21. would 
offer shareholders of Macmillan Bloe- 
del one Domtar share plus $3 for each 
common share of .MacMillan stock.

OTTAWA (CP) — Con- 
sumcFs could be facing an 
increase of about seven- 
tenths of a cent a gallon in 
gasoline and home-heating 
oil prices by New Year's 
Day. energy department of¬ 
ficials said Wednesday. 

Oil companies will be per¬ 
mitted U> immediately pass 
on an increase resulting 
from a rise in a special fed¬ 
eral surcharge on crude oil 
that goes into effect Jan. I. 

But whether they do will 
depend on competitive con¬ 
ditions among the firms in 
local markets. Where com¬ 
petition for business is stiff, 
especially in urban areas, 
the companies may not be 
able to coHect the higher 
price, the officials say. 

The federal cabinet gave 
approval last week to a 230- 
per-cent increase in the sur¬ 
charge. raising it from 10 
cents a barrel to 33 cents a 
barrel. 

The decision, made quiet¬ 
ly without formal announce¬ 
ment. followed by only 
weeks federal agreement 
with Alberta to postpone a 
scheduled Jan. I increase of 
$1 a barrel In crude oil 
prices. The increase, now 
.scheduled for July L will 
add three cents to a gallon of 
gasoline and home-heating 
OU. 

The surcharge, first im¬ 
posed last June, covers all 
crude oil used in Canada, 
whether produced domesti¬ 
cally or ImjMrted from the 
world markef. 

It Is used to help pay world 
prices to producers for oil 


produced from the oil sands 
in Alberta. The payments 
cover the difference be¬ 
tween the domestic price of 
$12.75 a barrel and the world 
price of about $16. 

Offer of world prices for 
such production first came 
in 1975 a.V part of govern¬ 
ment efforts to keep (he 
Syncrude Canada Ltd. plant 
from financial collapse.

Refugees crammed aboard the freighter Tung 
An anchored in Manila Bay claimed today that '200 
Vietnamese "boat people” drowned in the .South 
China Sea trying to board the ship. 

The Philippines foreign ministry said the ship, 
carrying 2,300 refugees In its holds and on deck, 
entered the bay Wednesday and was refused permis¬ 
sion to land. 

In Hong Kong, some of the 2,700 Vietnamese refu¬ 
gees aboard another freighter anchored off the Brit- 
i.sh colony seized control of (he ship and refused to 
set sail fur Taiwan, it was 
reported Wednesday. 

Au Hung Tai, a refu- 
g(H' spokesman aboard 
the Panamanian-registered . 
Tung An in Manila Bay. said 
food and water were critic¬ 
ally .short. 

Claims of the deaths were 
in a petition to (he Brunei 
government, the L'nited Na¬ 
tions and (he L'.S. repre¬ 
sentative in Brunei. Au 
Hong Tai gave a copy of the 
petition to an Associated 
Press photographer permit¬ 
ted to visit the ves.sel. 

It said in part: "In the 
evening of December 6th 
1978 the Tung An encoun 
tcred a small fishing boat 
sinking on the international 
waters and while her crew 
was rescuing the drowning 
refugees several other fish¬ 
ing boats full of other Viet¬ 
namese refugee.^ rushed to 
the scene and succeeded in 
getting on board Tung An 
without the captain's ap¬ 
proval. As a result of this 
disorder more than 200 peo¬ 
ple lost their lives in the 
sea."

tary Elsie Wandless. 58. 

Sigo was armed with a 
knife-like object which he 
held to the woman's neck, 
the spokesman said. 

A spokesman fur the 
Washington state prison at 
Walla Walla said Sign was 
serving six to 15 years for 
assault with a deadly weap¬ 
on. He had been imprisoned 
at Shelton. Wash., Correc¬ 
tional Centre and was being 
transferred to Walla Walla 
when he and two other pris¬ 
oners escaped from a van. 

.Sigo was arrested in Van¬ 
couver. but escaped and was 
recaptured at Creston in 
southeastern B.C. He was 
returned to Vancouver and 
was being held here pending 
an immigration hearing.

Taiwan mob attacks 
U.S. diplomats in car 


TAIPEI (AP) — A L..S, 
delegation in Taipei to try 
and ease Washington's sev¬ 
erance of relations with Tai¬ 
wan may cancel negotia¬ 
tions b«‘cause of violent 
demonstrations, a spokes¬ 
man said today. 

The spokesman. Jack 
Cannon, said the U.S. am¬ 
bassador and a U.S. state 
department diplomat were 
"very slightly" cut by flying 
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glass when their car was 
attacked Wednesday by 
thou.sands of protesters 
when the delegation ar¬ 
rived. 

“Clearly this frightening 
incident marred our visit. " 
Cannon said. "Clearly il 
rai.sed a serious question 
whether we can proceed 
with these negotiations." 

About 10.000 demonstra¬ 
tors. furious at the U..S. de 
cision to recognize China 
and stop diplomatic rela¬ 
tions with Taiwan, attacked 
cars of the U.S. delegation 
Wednesday. They shouted 
"Carter is a cheat" and 
hurled eggs and mud at the 
Americans. 

This morning the Ameri¬ 
cans were to meet Premier 
Sun Vun-sua at (he foreign 
ministry but several thou 
sand youths gathered there, 
singing patriotic songs, and 
the conference was moved 
to another location. 

.Strong police patrols were 
on guard at the foreign min 
istry, the U.S. embassy and 
the residence of U.S Ambas 
sador Leonard Unger 


Jury clears man of wife-rape 


SALEM. Ore. (AP) — 
John Rideout, whose wife 
accused him of rape under a 
new state law which did 
away with marriage as a 
defence, was found not 
guilty Wednesday by a jury 
of eight women and four 
men. 

"I'm so nervous I can't 
say anything but that I'm 
happy." Rideout, 21. said 
after the jury returned its 
unanimous verdict “I’m 


just going home and going 
back to work." 

Rideout is reported to be 
the first man prosecuted on 
a charge of raping his wife 
while they lived together. 

Asked his feeling about his 
wife, Greta, he said: "both 
of us have been hurt pretty 
deeply." 

Mrs. Rideout was noj 
available for comment. 
Nancy Burch, director of he 
Salem Women's Crisis 
Centre, which has coun¬ 


selled and sup)ior(cd Mrs. 
Rideout, said she was "ter¬ 
rifically saddened by the 
verdict and concerned about 
the future of women who 
have to live with marital 
violence dally." 

Judge RichanLBarber had 
told the jury earlier: "You 
are instructed that in the 
state of Oregon the exis¬ 
tence of a marriage contract 
is no defence to the crime of 
rape in the first degree.” 

The prosecution urged the 


jurors to set aside personali¬ 
ties and sec that the evi¬ 
dence supports the charge 
again.sl John Ridrout. Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Gary (iort- 
maker said such cases too 
often end up as “suicide or 
homicide." 

Defence lawyer Charles 
Burt reminded the jury of 
testimony that the night be¬ 
fore the alleged crime Mrs. 
Rideout. 23, told her hus¬ 
band she knew Oregon had a 


law against husbands raping 
wives. 

"That cannot be coinci¬ 
dence." Burt said in his 30- 
minute statement. "This 
young woman had il in her 
mind that this was the way 
nut and she took it." 

He said the marriage had 
been marred by sexual 
problems from the start, 
and said: “You have to con¬ 
sider that these two people 
arc married."

Ihe breakaway 
British colony should place itself once 
more under British control 

llayman. who with a black co-minis¬ 
ter headed Ihe ministries of internal 
affairs. liK-al government, housing and 
works in Ihe transitional government. 


also resigned from Smith's Rhodesian 
Front Party and from parliament. 

The move by one of the prime minis¬ 
ter' closest political allies struck a new 
blow at Ihe biracial government, al¬ 
ready reeling under trade sanctions 
and a worsening guerrilla conflict.

their chi-qiies would have turned out to be in 
Hawaii or California on vacation, not eligible 
for benefits.

So on Ihe one hand we have Mr. Campbell 
i laiming there are about ;).7.iU people in the 
Capital district who are beating the public on 
unemployment insurance. On Ihe other hand 
we haw Ihe unemployment insurance people 
iiinceniraling an investigation on the must 
suspicious group and finding there were II 
cheats. 

It is reasonable for taxpayers to be ada¬ 
mant about not paying out public money to 
cheats. With close to a million people claiming 
unemployment benefits, the law of averages 
means there will be some cheats. But the 
evidenci-. not the bombast, suggests they are 
few and far between. 

Perhaps Mr. Campbell is Canada's very 
own Joe McCarthy — never one lo let the truth 
interfere with a good hate. 



The careful climb of Comrade Teng 


LONDON — Last month a worker 
in a Peking car repair garage pul up a 
wall poster that finally .said what 
everybody already secretly knew: 
“Chairman Mao . . . supported the 
Gang of Four . . ." It was really a 
(iang of Five, and Mao was Ihe one 
who counted; indeed, the others only 
held on to power for a month after he 
died. 

The poster In Changan Avenue was 
nut just stating an historical fact, how¬ 
ever. The full text reads: “Chairman 
Mao. . supported the Gang of Four In 
raising tbeir hands to strike down 
comrade feng Bsiao-ping." And as 
every one knows, the man who benefit 
led from that action was the only man 
who now outranks comrade Teng in 
China; Chairman Hua Kuo-feng. 

Chinese Communist Party factions 
are forever drawing parallels with 
.Soviet history lo condemn their do-, 
mestic enemies. The next day the Peo 
pie's Dally carried an editorial warn¬ 
ing against a “Chinese Khrushchev " 
who would undo all of Mao's work, as 
Khrushchev reversed Stalin's achieve¬ 
ments. In terms of the real deeds of 
Stalin, Mao and Khrushchev It is non¬ 
sense, but in terms of current Chinese 
politics It is fraught with meaning. 

In Russia. Stalin was succeeded by 
Malenkov, a henchman who surround¬ 
ed himself with the same old blood 
stained crowd. But he only lasted a 
couple of years before he was over¬ 
thrown by Khrushchev The Partv was 


purged of the worst murderers. Stalin 
was denounced, and there was even a 
kind of liberalization in the Soviet 
L'nion until Khrushchev fell. 

China was never a nightmarish 
slaughterhouse like Stalin's Russia, so 
Ihe Party factions there were never so 
cowed. Several times those who disap¬ 
proved of Mao's hopelessly impracti¬ 
cal fantasies of permanent revolution 
actually got some influence. So II hap¬ 
pened in late 197y-early 1976. when 
Mao's old friend Chou En-lai briefly 
succeeded in iimiting the influence of 
Ihe fanatics thrown up by Ihe Cultural 
Revolution 

Chou began lo give some serious 
attention to China's dreadful economic 
plight and rehabilitated Teng Hslao- 
ping. a close ally who had been dis¬ 
graced during the Cultural Revolu¬ 
tion. But then Chou died and Mao's 
“Gang of Four" turned the militia 
loose on a mass demonstration held in 
Peking's Tien An Men square to mourn 
his death. Hundreds were killed or 
arrested, the demonstration was den¬ 
ounced as counter-revolutionary, and 
Teng was disgraced again. 

It was then, in April 1978, thal Hua 
was chosen as Mao's successor. He 
was a compromise candidate but he 
bears the slain of the Gang of Four's 
support. And right now he Is feeling 
very much like the unfortunate Malen¬ 
kov; when he looks at Teng. he sees 
“China's Khrushchev".

OTTAWA — The prime 
minister's recent trip to 
London and Paris sparked 
enough speculation for a full 
length novel. The line be¬ 
tween fact and fiction, how¬ 
ever. depends largely on the 
reader's imagination. 

His public reasons for 
goln^ seemed reasonable 
enough. He wanted to dis¬ 
cuss Ills nominatioa for Gov¬ 
ernor-General with Her 
Majesty. And what could be 
more fitting than taking ad¬ 
vantage of the opportunity 
to chat with UK PM James 
Callaghan and Fhrench 
President Gtseard d'Estalng 
about economic develop¬ 
ments since their summit 
meeting at Bonn. 

But is thal enough lo jus¬ 
tify Ihe effort? The Queen's 
agreement could have been 
obtained by mall. Trudeau 
may have thought a person¬ 
al presentation would as¬ 
suage any qualms she might 
have about naming an active 
politician as her representa¬ 
tive, but it's highly unlikely 
thal she would question ber 
Canadian First Minister'} 
choice. Certainly If she 
ttanted additional assurance 
it could have been provided 
through the usual dipiqmatic 
channels. 

Also, fascinating as it 
might be to discuss econom¬ 
ics with Callaghan over 
candlelight and wine, his 
problems appear to be as 
intractable at Trudeau's. 
And judging from the lat¬ 
ter's lacklustre speech op 
the. resolution to establish 
the new Ministry of State for 
Economic Development 
when he returned to the 
Commons, our PM gained no 
Inspiration from either Cal¬ 
laghan or Giscard. So it 
didn't really matter whether 
his luncheon date with Ihe 



French chief lasted three 
hours or two. 

Far more significant for 
Trudeau and Canada were 
the hours spent with his old 
pal and fellow “wise” man. 
Gerard Pelletier — one of 
his few political confidants 
and close friends. 

They had mu4;h to talk 
about. The by-elections and 
the latest Gallup poll do not 
bode well for the prime min¬ 
ister's political future. So 
they probably discussed the 
possiblity of a turnaround. 
Are the odds good enough to 
hang on and risk all In a 
game of political Russian 
Roulette wdth five of the six 
chambers loaded? Or should 
he step down graciously and 
live to fight another day? 

But these questions could 
just as easily have been dis¬ 
cussed in Ottawa. Surely 
Mohammed Is as mobile as 
the mountain! So with that in 
mind, speculation turned in¬ 
evitably to Margaret and the 
scenario that the real reason 
for the French rendetvous 
was to spend some time with 
his estranged wife. It vJhs 
already noted that the Tru¬ 
deaus would be spending 
Christmas in Vancouver 
with the grandparents. What 
could be nicer than a Yule- 
tide reconciliation and a 
"happy ever after" ending 
for Ihe Prince and Prln- 


"Nol .so." says Ihe PM 
“bbe was in Ottawa looking 
after the children while I 
was away." 

A more likely rumor — 
since thisjs the season for 
starting them — is thal the 
PM wanted to get a reading 
on Callaghan's attitude to¬ 
ward patriating the British 
North American Act. 

He has said all along that 
while be prfers provincial 
agreement, if that proves to 
be impossible he will act un¬ 
ilaterally. 

That's fine as long as he 
ran get away with il. So far 
Westminster has always 
agreed to amendments pro¬ 
posed by a joint resolution of 
the Canadian Parliament. 
But what Is proposed now is 
far more fundamental and 
both the method of patria- 
tion and the subsequent 
amending formula, if any, 
are far from clear. 

So It would make sente lo 
have an exploratory chat 
with Callaghan before blun¬ 
dering' ahead. The British 
PM has his own survival 
problems and might not wel¬ 
come the thought of a Cana¬ 
dian “baby” being dumped 
on his doorstep. 

Callaghan's reaction could 
have bMn vital for a mean¬ 
ingful strategy session be¬ 
tween Trudeau and his old 
comrade-in-arms, Pelletier. 

The decision to -stay and 
fight the election was made 
clew at hit press conference 
soon after. The rest of the 
bsttle pisn remains under 
wraps. "You have to know 
what kind of troops you 
have," said Trudeau, quot¬ 
ing Napoleon, “before de¬ 
ciding what kind of war to 
fight"

Teng's campaign has been care 
folly prepared. In late October the 
Chinese papers began attacking the 
Little Red Book. They pointed out that 
Mao was a man. not a god. and that he 
came from a family of rich peasants 
(gasp!) not poor ones. 

Then came the wallposter saying 
.Mao supported Ihe Gang of Four. The 
next day another referr^ to 1986-76 as 
"ten years of fascism" in which only 
Chou En-lai had tried lo protect the 
Chinese people, with the help of a few- 
loyal comrades, now mostly dead 
“Among the living." It said, "was 
Teng Hsiao-ping" 

'rhe pn.ster also demanded an an 


swer to the question Chairman Hua 
fears- most: who decided to describe * 
the Tien An Men square demonstra¬ 
tion as “criminal" and sent several 
hundred thousand militia to attack the 
demonstrators? Hua's counter-attack 
with warnings of a "Chinese Khrush¬ 
chev" sounds both desperate and fee¬ 
ble. 

The lo^i' oT the accusation is irre¬ 
sistible- the Gang of Four plus Mao 
makes five, and Chairman Hus. the 
man they put in lo hold Teng and the 
rest of Chou En-lai's supporters, 
makes it about flve-and-a-half. If thal 
accusation Is made lo stick, it may- 
well be Chairman Teng before long. 

Which leaves Ihe really interesting 
question. If Teng becomes “China's 
Khrushchev", liberalizing and ration¬ 
alizing a still totalitarian slate, will he 
be followed by a Chinese Brezhnev 
who closes things down again? China 
IS j mure sophisticati'd country- than 
the Soviet Union, and its population, 
while u.sed to taking orders, has nut 
been cowed by two decades of mass 
terror. 

The odds are that China will remain 
an authoritarian, bureaucratic so¬ 
ciety, as it has been for S.OOO years. 
But within that general framework 
many fascinating things could happen. 
Recently, In the most remarkable let¬ 
ter ever printed In the People's Dtlly. 
an Army- .soldier actually called for 
free elections of government offi¬ 
cials.

Among .the television 
highlights that evening were 
a salute to vaudeville with 
George Jeasel; Ed SiUlivan's 
“Toast of the Town"; The 
Comedy Hour,” with Abbott 
and Costello; Peggy Lee and 
dancer Gene NelsM: and at 
8 p.m.. in the heaft of prime 
lime. Bishop Sheen 

The television log was not 
as lengthy in 1953 as the 
radio log with its ll-minule 
increments. 

Movies were better than 
ever, of course; “You Never 
Seen So Much Show!" blurt¬ 
ed tbe billing for “Gentle¬ 
men Prefer Blendes,” with 
Jane Russell and Marilyn 
Monroe. 

The most intriguing movie 
ad offered a vli^w, and on 
a pulled shade, the title:

Emily Carr critic unfair 


In your issue of Dec. 9, 
there was a review by K. D. 
Ward-IIarris (somewhat un 
fair and unkind In my opin¬ 
ion) of a recently published 
book on Emily Carr (Emily 
Carr The i'ntnid Story. 
by Edythe llembroff 
Schleicher). 

"The obji-c") of this book. " 
sa.vs Ward-IIarris, “seems 
to be a desperate desire 
to keep the record straight. " 
A laudable aim. surely. But 
the reviewer proceeds to ac¬ 
cuse the author of the bvHvk 
of being so obsessed with 
this aim that she over¬ 
weights with diHumentary 
(i.e. historical) detail and 
thus destroys its interest for 
the common reader. What 
the reviewer would have 
liked, presumably, is more 
gossipy "insightful peeks 
iH'hind the scene." 

It is true that for man.v 
readers, the btwk might 
have had more interest, 
bc-en more "spicy ", if there 
were more of these The 
"warts " in Emily's charac¬ 
ter could have been por 
trayed more sharply and in 
greater detail. But as the 
reviewer justly observes, 
the aim of the biHik is simply 
to "keep the record 
straight. " And this, it seems 
to me, Mrs. llembroff— 
.Schleicher has done most 
thoroughly 

As a professional scholar 
myself. I am quite awed by 
the amount of painstaking 
(almost inspin-d) research 
that lies behind these pages. 
Perhaps in some cases Mrs. 
Hembroff-.Schleicher's cor 
rcH tions of error might have 
been made more gently and 
tactfully. But they are never 
made in spite. The fact is. 
she is obsessed with a pas 
sion for truth — a noble pas¬ 
sion. And in seeking truth 
she has let the chips fall as 
they" may .She has bc-en 
more concerned with this 
than with juicy tidbits. 

The reviewer complains 
that what we have here " is 
not literature but documen 
tation. " But let's not be tmi 
snooty. Literature is a vague 
word: and we should not un¬ 


dervalue meticulous, pains¬ 
taking scholarship. 

In my opinion. Mrs. Hem- 
broff-.Schleicher has shown 
herself much more than an 
able researcher. What she 
has to say is presented in 
writing that is clear, clean 
and readable. No common 
virtue these days. Further 
more, though it is full of 
radiant admiration, it is 
critical also. Not. I confess, 
as critical as I m.vself would 
have been, but it is certainly 
not an attempt to "deify." 
(The reviewer's word.) 

'To one who knew Emily 
Carr personally, as I did. it 
is sad to see factions and 
bitterness still floating like 


clouds over her work and 
character. And after living 
in the eastern L'nited .States 
forJj years, this is what I do 
find on my return, .Should we 
not. rather. b<" grateful for 
any genuine knowledge we 
are given toncerning this 
remarkable woman?

Claiming that the answer

dians who are big investors 
and entrepreneurs. How 
ever, that approach serious 
ly begs the question as to 
what is the responsibility of 
governments in providing 
services to thi* taxpayers 
who pay for them. 

Mr. McDonald's main 
point, which is to "cut gov 
ernments down to size and 
return to priv ate enterprise 
the functions they have been 
allowed to take away from 
it." ignores those thousands 
of verv necessary and vital 


Moresby park advocates hit 


,\s a re.sidcnt of the yueen Charlotte Islands I would 
like to present the case for our people concerning thi- 
.Southern Moresby Wilderness proposal. 

Th<" so-called IRC or Islands Protection Commit¬ 
tee. bused on Graham Island in the (Jueen Charlottes, has 
bc-en campaigning to have the southern half of Moresby^ 
Island made into a park, or wilderness area. Their rea¬ 
sons are frivolous to say the least. 

The proposed park is probably the must inaccessible 
place on our coast. It Is a major pilgrimage to get 
there from the lower mainland area, and as for cost, it 
would be cheaper and much easier for me. as a resident 
of the area, to lake my family to Hawaii for a holiday, 
rather than to the proposed park on South Moresby Is 
land. 

Further, the IPC would ask that if such a park were 
established that it have no roads, no trails, no picnic 
tables or campgrounds. I am sure the general public 
w-ould overwhelmingly reject such a park that has no 
pnivision fipr people at all. 

The IPC has also been claiming that they are spc'aking 
for a majority of the people in thv- yueen Charlottes who 
support their position regarding the park proposal. This also 
is not the case. I would point out that the Moresby Island 
Adv isory Planning Commission dws not support this posi¬ 
tion of the IPC and in fact rejects the park proposal 
completely I'his has been made clear to the Skeena- 
Prince Rupert Region District, and al.so has been sup 
ported by the Graham Island Advisory" Planning Commis 
sion. which also rejects the park proposal. 

Both of these planning groups support the present 
(Miliey of the B.C. Forest .Service and the department of 
lands and forests, that multiple use of the forest re¬ 
source should be the official policy. This policy is en¬ 
dorsed by both the International Woodworkers of America 
and the Rayonier Company of Canada: the two principals 
who have the most to lose if TFL 21 bv'comes a wilderness 
area For the woodworkers' part, it means the loss of 
190 jobs direi tly . and too or more jobs in sawmilling and 
related industry. For the company it means that Rayonier 
Canada will not recover the majority of its investment and 


its employee contractor companies' investments, in both 
roads and machinery, etc. 

The IPC proposes that South Moresby Island be- set 
aside as a park for the use of back-packers and canoeists 
I would also like to point out that this area is open right 
now to all those pc'ople of B.C. or Canada and else 
where to come and enjoy it as they see fit. No attempt 
has been made to stop anyone from entering this area 

The logging camps in that area have shown every hos 
pitality to those visitors to that area. I fall to see why 
this area has to be closed to the logging companies and 
those who benefit from the forest industry in B.C.. to 
provide a would-be recreation area for the canoeists 
and hikers who are a very small mioority of our popu¬ 
lation. 

Certainly there Is. and will be more logging in that area 
of .South Moresby that is proposed for a park. But it is 
important to remember that forestry and related wc«)ds 
industries are the numbc'r one industry in B.C. and the 
benefits are distributed to all the people of B.C. through the 
public treasury •* 

One half of each lax dollar in B.C. comes from our 
forests. To lake .vOO square miles of productive forest 
lands out of the TFL is akin to economic depression of 
the Queen Charlotte Islands, let alone the rest of B.C. 

The IPC is campaigning to have a first-ever public 
hearing or mectipgs concerning the rtmewal next year of 
TFL 21, which is almost entirely inside the boundaries of the 
South Moresby wilderness proposal, this license now being 
held by Ra.vonier Canada. 

I would caution the people who are our decision¬ 
making body in this renewal application, to take a long and 
hard look at this request for a public meeting on this issue. 
This could establish a precedent that will have a long and 
far-reaching effet l on future forestry policies. 1 would urge 
that our eleeted members to the Legislature have confi¬ 
dence in the present procedure and structure of these 
licenses and their renewal as carried out by the B.C. Forest 
.Service.

People like Mr. Mi Donald 
who claim that all would be 
well if only public em¬ 
ployees would disappear 
from the face of the earth, 
miss the point entirely in 
regard to what those public 
employees do for the people 
of British Columbia 

Services that are per¬ 
formed by public employees 
in lhe.se areas, are for the 
most part, the type where 
there is not enough profit 
incentive for private enter¬ 
prise to find an attractive 
investment lure. 

Governments should noO 
make a profit on the ser¬ 
vices they are mandated to 
provide for the paying pub¬ 
lic. The goal of all govern- 
nienls in this regard should 
be the most efficient ser¬ 
vice for the least amount of 
taxpayer money spent. 

If Mr. McDonald's point of 
view was to prevail, that is. 
a change to a total free en¬ 
terprise system where all 
government services were 
done by nongovernment 
employees, it would result in 
those companies and indi 
v iduals who would be p<T 
forming these services for 
the public, building in profit 
levels which would appreci¬ 
ably" add to the cost of those 
services. 

I suggest that this would 
not reflect the wish of most 
people who want their ser¬ 
vices from the government 
at the lowest possible cost 
available. They are not in¬ 
terested in needlessly" mak¬ 
ing .someone rich at their 
expense. 

A final point on Mr. 
McDonald's column. He pro¬ 
poses a theory which, on the 
surface, sounds plausible 
but shows his true intent 
when he attacks the Cana¬ 
dian democratic principle of 
one man. one vote, as being 
the author of all our so¬ 
ciety's evils. The western 
world has heard that kind of 
harsh rationale in the past —

Most of the statements in 
the letter from Finance 
Minister Evan Wolfe pub¬ 
lished in your Dec. 12 issue 
simply do not square with 
the facts 

To begin with Mr. Wolfe 
refers to “government 
spending in l975/7« — the 
last year for which tht- NDP 
were responsible for the 
budget. "The implication is 
that besides being respon 
sible for the budget the NDP 
were n’sponsible for the 
year-end spending total In 
fact the Socreds were in of 
fice for the last quarter of 
that fiscal year, and Mr. 
Wolfe himself had control of 
the decisions that deter¬ 
mined whether or not there 
would be a deficit. 

He tells us that spending 
that year exceeded budge¬ 
tary revenue by $105 million, 
but to get that figure he has 
to add in non-budgetary 
spending. Budgetary spend¬ 
ing exceeded budgetary 
n-venuc by only $I.’t9 million, 
and that was caused by a 
slump in lumber sales which 
sharply reduced expected 
rev enues, not by overspend 
ing. The budget for that .vear 
was actually underspent bv 
‘{no million. 

It is true that the public 
accounts for that year show 
$2(>5 million in nun-budgi"- 
tary spending and no non- 
budgetary revenue at all. 
but in both cases Social 
Credit political decisions are 
responsible, not financial 
realities. 

Comparing apples with 
apples and budgets with 
budgets, Mr. Wolfe has in¬ 
creased the budget InAhrce 
years not by $902.5 million 
as he claims, but by $1.05 
billion, an average annual 
increase'of 9.9 per cent, not 
9.3 per cent, and not the 
lowest increase of any prov - 
incc. The opportunity to 
compare spending with 
spending over the same 
three-year period will not 
come until next summer 
when the 1979/79 figures are 
available, but it is worth 
doting that Mr. Wolfe’s bud 
get for the preceding year 
was overspent. 

Then there is the oft-rc 
peated claim that .Social 


Credit spending increases 
are lower than the rate of 
increase of the gross prov in 
cial product. From I97S to 
1977 the gross provincial 
product (a rather nebulous 
calculation at best) In¬ 
creased by 11.1 per cent 
From the 1979/77 year to the 
1977/79 year. Social Credit 
spending (budgetary and 
non-budgetary) increased 
by 12.9 per cent. 

(Ferry costs were- shuf 
fled off onto a crown cor 
poration at the start of 1977. 
Had they still bc’cn rec orded 
as governmenl spe-nding the- 
increase would have bc-en 
It.2 per cc-nt.) 

That is the record for the- 
only two Socred years for 
which figures are available-. 
Mr. Wolfe is very gcHvd at 
comparing apples with or 
anges. but as minister of fi 
nance he might perhaps 
be expected as well to he 
able to recognize that 12.9 is 
a bigger number than II . I 

He also stales that the sur 
pluses his governmenl 
showed in 1979 77 and 
1977-79 came from strong 
growth in natural resource 
revenues. That was true in 
the latter year, but in 
1979/77 rc’soiirce revenue 
was $:|9 million less than he- 
had estimated, and he got 
most of his S79 million sur 
plus by selling three new 
ferries paid lor in the- NDP 
years and by withdrawing 
money that former govern 
menis had set up in spec iai 
purpose funds. 

As to that .S29I million of 
debt burdc'n Irom the NDP 
.vears about which Mr Wolfe 
and his cohorts arc- always 
harping — an unbiased in 
vestigalion quickly esiab 
lishes that the debt was dc-li 
bcrately set up by the- .skic iaI 
Credit guvernmc’nt. 

The- rc-al debt burden c ar 
ried by British Columbians 
is conlainc-d in ihi- "coniin 
gent liabilities’" far which 
they are rc‘sponsible riiose 
haye risen under .Social 
Credit management at a 
rate of 19 per cent a yc-ar. 
from $1.59 billion on Alarc-h 
31. 1979 to 5*9.29 billion cni 
March 31, 1979.

Nanaimo's Malaspina Cul 
loKo board has wasted no 
time in respondini.’ In a se¬ 
ries of concerns raised at its 
recent monthly meetin* by 
faculty member and Morrell 
Wildlife Sanctuary chair¬ 
man Dave KifrridKe. 

The 275-acre sanctuary is 
leased by the B.C. Land 
Commission to the college 
on the understanding that 
Malaspina is responsible for 
providing suitable educa¬ 
tional programs and mainte 
nance services 

In turn the commission 
contributes around $9,500 
each year for proliH tion and 
management. 

Kerridge pointed out to 
members of the board that 
funds were urgently needed 
to continue ongoing pro 
grams at the sanctuary and 
he was assured by board 
chairman Beryl Bennett 
that the matter would be- 
discussed at the next meet¬ 
ing of the buildings and 
grounds committee. 


Oliver Neaves. the col¬ 
lege's acting chief execu¬ 
tive officer, had earlier told 
the meeting that the land 
commi.sslon was becoming 
increasingly stict in deter¬ 
mining how its annual grant 
to the sanctuary could not be 
spent. 

"There was a time when 
we could use their funds for 
maintenance but now the 
commission Is insisting that 
we go by the letter of the law 
and we will have to inject 
some funds into the sane 
tuary to keep it going." he 
.said. 

At the same meeting Ker 
ridge told the board that the 
city of Nanaimo had come 
up with a figure of $lll.8Ufl 
to rebuild the now — unused 
No. I reservoir located on 
the sanctuary. 

"The land commission 
owns all the land around 
the reservoir. " he ex¬ 
plained, "but not the 19 
acres that lie b<'neath the

surface of the water. The 
city had declared the dam 
surplus to Its requirements 
and is not prepared to take 
responsibility for an earth- 
filled reservoir that is not 
considered stable under full 
loading and which it says 
cannot be adequately re 
paired." 

Kerridge added that the 
city was relucatant to meet 
an exp<‘nditure of $111.SOO to 
maintain a recreational 
asset and had suggested that 
the college assume responsi 
bility for the reconstruction 
and future maintenance of 
the dam. 

-If this could be arranged, 
the city would b<' prepared 
to consider transferring the 
title of the reservoir parcel 
to the land commission. 

The area Could only be 
used for recreational and 
experimental use. a dam 
would have to b<' construct¬ 
ed to maintain a water sur¬ 
face in the area linking the 
Millstone Ki'.er and Chase 
River recreational areas 
and the public would have to 
• be given access to the area. 

Stressing the vital part 
played by the reservoir in 
the development of the 
sanctuary, both as insur 
ance against fire and as its 
main water source. Ker 
ridge yaid that, in effect. 


the city was asking the col¬ 
lege to piiy approximately 
$t),0(Kl an acre for land that is 
completely submerged. 

Admitting that he already 
realized that the college had 
no way of coming up with a 
"sum of that magnitude, Ker¬ 
ridge suggested that the 
total cost of the undertaking 
could be substantially re¬ 
duced by u.sing It as a train¬ 
ing project in association 
with the heavy equipment 
operator program. 

If the college and the land 


commission cannot find 
some way to do the work, the 
city has already made il 
clear that, as a last resort, it 
would have to consider 
draining the reservoir and 
removing the earth dam. 

The citv’s prnpsal and 
Kerridge's request for both 
manpower and funds to help 
vyith the day-to day aetivi 
ties of the sanctuary will be 
discussed by the board s 
building and grounds com 
mitlee early in the new 
.year

mem said. 

"The w'hnie Domlar pro 
cedure is inexplicable by- 
normal business criteria." 

The Argus statement said 
Mac.Mlllan-Bloedel's bid for 
control of Domtar was "fair 
and beneficial" to both com¬ 
panies and to Ihe forest 
products Industry. 

Earlier In its statement 
Argus pointed out that it 
first offered Its sharehold 
ing in Domtar through Dom

TORONTO (CP) — Supvrmarkets will iM-comi' 
increasingly cotrpelltlve in 1979 in an effort to main¬ 
tain their share of a constantly expanding market, 
says the president of the Retail Council of Canada 
Alasdair McKichan said in an inlersiew that the 
industry is not earning enough to give it a decent 
image in the stock market. 

As a result. It Is finding it increasingly difficult 
to find investment funds for expansion. 

McKichan who heads the council, which repre¬ 
sents most of the major retail stores in Canada 
including supermarkets, said that the chains art- 
borrowing money to expand, and the question now is 
how long their borrowing power will last. 

If and when a crunch comes, stores may start 
competing even more fiercely through stich things 
als offered

ed each week. 


McKichan said that as food retailers feel the 
pinch of competition with restaurants and fast food 
outlets for the consumer's food dollar, they will 
continue to experiment with ways of trying to attract 
consumers. 

He said they will increa.se attempts to be com¬ 
petitive with fast food and take-out outlets by pro¬ 
moting such things as frozen pizza, expanding their 
delicatessen counters and putting more restaurants 
in .stores. 

Marlene Yurkowski. executive vice-president 
and acting president of the Consumert:’'A!nK>cia(lon 
of Canada (CAC). said she sees a tqggh year afieadln^ 
1979 for eonsumers. 

"I'm not optimistic.■' she said. “I think people 
have been so thoroughly zapped by the constant rise 
in priees that they have been completely stunned. " 

.She said the main thrust of CAC activity in 1929 


will bt- to push for a national food policy that will 

f rovide a co-ordinated approach to the problems of 
ceding a nation, taking into account all those in¬ 
volved in the food chain from producer to consum¬ 
er. 

The organization will also try to gel consumers to 
realize they are not helpless in the face of spiralling 
food costs. 

Making their concerns known to Ottawa and 
, refusing to buy food if it is too highly priced are two 
ways of doing it. she said. 

Mrs. Yurkowski said that the expansion of food 
co-operatives and substituting less expensive foods 
^"^^r costly ones are other ways consumers can keep 
the weekly f(K)d bills down. 

"All these tactics are necessary particularly for 
low-income families who will have to find a mini 
mum of an extra $20 a month for food in 1979." 


Vancouver predicts 
healthy trading year 


VANCOUVER (CP) - In 
creased trading volume and 
new issue financing will 
make 1978 one of the best 
years in recent memory for 
the Vancouver .Slock Ex¬ 
change and its member bro 
kerage firms. 

Unaudited figures for the 
eight months ended Nov. 20 
show the VSE had a cumula 
live surplus of $116,900. 
eompared with $26,700 in the 
same period last year and a 
1976 deficit of $l.>8.600. The 
VSE's fiscal year starts 
April I. 

Gross operating revenues 
to the end of Nov ember were 
almost $1.3 million, up from 
$1.1 million in 1977 and $1 
million two years ago. 

Robert A. Scott. VSE 
president, said recently that 
the turnover already had 
lopped last year's final trad¬ 
ing figures. Since April, 
average daily turnover has 
been 2.15 million shares 
V alued at $2.6 million. In the 
1976 fiscal year.The compar¬ 
able figures were 2.1 million 
shares and $1.55 million. 

"Virtually all of the trad¬ 
ing volume increase has 
come from greater activify 
and higher prices of stocks 
that have been listed for 
some lime." Scott said. 
"Then- hasn't been any sig- 
nificanl increase in the mim 
her of listings." 

Diversification of Ihe 
\'.SE's revenue base also is 
contributing to Ihe improved 


financial picture. In the la 
lest eight months, revenues 
from computer services 
amounted to $232.000—half 
of it earned from Ihe ac¬ 
counting services Ihe ex¬ 
change performs for mem¬ 
ber firms. 

The VSE recently in¬ 
stalled a new eomputer sys¬ 
tem which doubles the ex¬ 
change's computer 

capacity. 

"If we expand this side of 
our opt-ralion any further, 
we will need a new build¬ 
ing." .Scott said. 

There have been fewer 
long-term stock suspensions 
in 1978, which Scott atirib 
utes to better surveillance 
and closer liaKon between 
surveillance officers and the 
managers on the trading 
floor. 

Trading in junior resource 
and development issues con¬ 
tinues to account for almost 
all of Ihe V.SE's turnover. So 
far this year, only two per 
cent of share turnover and 
13 per cent of Crading value 
have come from the Indust¬ 
rial board. 

"Providing a market for 
junior resource stocks Is Ihe 
reason for our existence." 
Scott said. "However, we 
are working with the Toron¬ 
to and Montreal exchanges 
to try to expand volume of 
industrial activity here—for 
example, by allowing our 
members to do professional 
trading with the other ex¬ 
changes 


Levi Strauss to pay fine 


NEW 5 ORKt SP) — Levi 
Strauss and Co. agreed Wed 
nesday to pay $25,000 in pen 
allies and costs to end a suit 
brought by New York Stale 
that alleged the manufac¬ 
turer conspired to keep re¬ 
tail prices on its 'products 
from dropping, says stale 
Attorney General l-ouis I,ef- 
kowitz. 

The suit, filed in 1971. al¬ 
leged that Ihe jeans manu¬ 
facturer terminated dealers 
who sold Ihe trousers at less 
than the suggested retail 
price, withheld supplies 
from stores which cut prices 


below the suggested price, 
and threatened dealers with 
termination if they adver¬ 
tised "close outs" or "sec¬ 
ond" using the Levi's trade 
mark. 

Levi .Strauss denied the al 
legations but agreed to pay 
the $25,000 penalty and 
costs. Lefkawilz said.

Anyone lamenting over 
slow postal senice ought to 
talk to John Schaffter, head¬ 
master of St. Michael's Uni¬ 
versity School. 

In his books, the Vicloria 
post office is outdone only by 
lightning, fast lightning. 

He tells of his experience 
in a letter to the Colonist. 

"We have all htard horror 
stories of losses, delays and 
inefficiencies in the Cana¬ 
dian postal service, of let¬ 
ters mailed in a city centre 
reaching the suburbs nine 
days later." he .says. 

"I'm now writing to 
praise—and deplore—the 
outstanding speed and effi¬ 
ciency of the Victoria postal 
service during the recent 
(Tirlstmas rush It has 
caused. I am sorry to report, 
some pain and embarrass¬ 
ment," .Schaffter says. 

And this is how it all came 
about: 

At the .school's recent 
close-of-term exercises, the 
headmaster solemnly as-" 
sured all senior students 
that no reports would reach 
their homes until after 


Christmas. There was deaf¬ 
ening applau.se. according to 
Schaffter. 

But fate and the post of¬ 
fice had different plans. The 
reports went Into the mail 
Thursday evening. Dw. 21 
which. according to 
Schaffter and most Cana¬ 
dians would have ruled out 
delivery before Christmas. 

"Herein lies a moral," 
says Schaffter. “Never, 
never underestimate the 
Victoria post office. Those 
reports arrived at Victoria 
addresses, I have since been 
horrified to learn, on the 
morning of Friday. Dec. 22. 
by the final delivery before 
Christmas, and literally 
within hours of being 
mailed." he says. 

"May I then warmly—and 
ruefully—congratulate the 
men and women of the Vic¬ 
toria post office for doing a 
truly outstanding job at a 
very difficult time of year. 

"At the same time, may I 
apologize to any young peo¬ 
ple who.se Christmas joy 
may have b<*en even slightly 
beclouded by an unfortunate 
miscalculation." Schaffter 
says.

Overtime cost axes police program 


Concern over overtime 
costs has caused cancella¬ 
tion of one program con¬ 
ducted by Saanich police de 
partment’s community 
relations division and more 
programs are facing the 
axe. the police board was 
told Wednesday. 

Deputy Police Chief Rick 
Avison said a student "ride- 
along" program had been 
terminated and some of the 
remaining 21 programs con¬ 
ducted by the division would 
likely meet a similar fate. 

Devised three years ago, 
the program permitted law 
class students from Saanich 
high schools to accompany 
police officers on their regu¬ 
lar lours of duty, but this 
practice was discontinued 
because of possibly danger¬ 
ous situations. Avison said. 

The project, part of the 
division's school programs, 
had to be conduct^ at night 
because officers were too 
busy with other programs 
during school hours, and this 
necessitated overtime being 
paid the men who partici¬ 
pated. the board was told. 

Mavor Mel Couvelier, the 
board's chairman, suggest¬ 
ed scheduling an afternoon 
shift would solve the over¬ 
time problem. 

"It offends me that in 
order to further the work of 
this division, we should have 
to pay overtime. I see It as a 
self-serving situation," he 
said. 

Chief Robert Peterson 
was asked to prepare a re¬ 
port for the board's next 
meeting on the feasibility of 
adopting the mayor's sug¬ 
gestion.

Pavilion employees, say¬ 
ing they were disobeying the 
orders of superiors at Jubi¬ 
lee in disclosing details^ told 
the Coioni.st Friday that 
Pattullo had apparently set 
his clothing afire aeciden- 
tally while smoking in a 
washroom. They said he was 
rescued by an orderly who 
noticed smoke. 

One employee In particu¬ 
lar said the reason for tell¬ 
ing the story was to empha¬ 
size the effect provincial 
government budget re¬ 
straints were having on 
staffing and hospital care. 
Her story, verified by 
others. followt>d by a matter 
of weeks an advertising 
campaign by the Jubilee 
medical staff to tell the pub¬ 
lic about what it considered 
deterioration of health 
care. 

The 21.500-member Hospi¬ 
tal Fmplo.vees' L'ninn 
warned that the problem 
was province-wide and that 
hospitals in general were 
forecasting a lO-per-ceni 
staff cut to stay under thi> 
five-per-cent ceiling Health 
Minister Robert McClelland 
set on budget increases this 
year. Some hospitals might 
revolt against the restric¬ 
tion. the union said. 

Pavilion employees said 
the shrinking of staff there 
had come about through fail¬ 
ure to replace employees 
moving to new positions. 

One employee noted that 
Pattullo was burned at mid¬ 
day when there was more 
staff on duty. Had the acci¬ 
dent occurr^ late at night, 
when there were sometimes 
only two employees in a 
ward housing war veterans 
and other long-term pa¬ 
tients. it might have gone 
undetected for some time, 
the employee said. 

Michael Fraser, associate 
director of Jubilee, said 
staffing of the former veter¬ 
ans' hospital was in keeping 
with the standards set for 
extended-care units in the 
province. Long-term pa¬ 
tients did not require as 
much personal care, he 
said.

4ice Commission study re¬ 
leased Wedne.vday. 


The 115-member Saanich 
force includes 21 municipal 
ei^loyees. 

Tne patrol section oper¬ 
ates on a 12 -hour, four pla¬ 
toon system with each pla¬ 
toon comprising a sergeant, 
corporal. 15 constables and 
a municipal employee work¬ 
ing on communications. Two 
inspectors are in charge of 
the over-all operation, both 


working from 8 a m. to 4 
p.m. 

There are 14 persons in the 
departmenS' 1 ^ administra¬ 
tion which is supervised by 
deputy chief Rick Avison. 

The report concludes that 
there cannot be a specific 
"ideal'' ratio because of 
various factors including the 
needs and demands of a par¬ 
ticular area, varying hours 


of peak demand, crime and 
case loads. 

The ratio must be exa¬ 
mined after needs and goals 
of the department are iden¬ 
tified, the report says. 


It is recommended the 
board take steps to establish 
such over all goals and ob¬ 
jectives to ensure resources 
are being used effectively. 


The study was commis¬ 
sioned by the police board to 
determine the force's super¬ 
visory-employee ratio. 

It was found that no man¬ 
agement people worked be¬ 
tween 5 p.m. and 8 a m. or 
S2.S per cent of the time.

Speedway Motors Ltd. 
was convicted in Victoria 
provincial court Wednesday 
of a deceptive practice 
under the Trade Practices 
Act and was fined $1,000 by 
Judge Harold Alder. 

The car dealership, at 971 
Yates, was charged in con- 
neclion with a 1975 Volkswa¬ 
gen Rabbit sold Feb. 26. 
1977. to John Lawford. 906 
Bessborough. as a demon¬ 
strator model after it had 
been involved in a serious 
accident Aug. 17, 1975. 

In handing down his judg¬ 
ment, Alder said It was a 
long and difficult case. He 
said the Trade Practices Act 
had been enacted for cases 
in which actual fraud had 
not been committed but 
where there had been some 
loss caused. 

However, Alder said, the 
act was quite broad and not 
fully defined. In this case, he 
said, the Legislature had 
said that if certain things 
were done, or in fact not 
done, then the consumer 
might have suffered some 
loss and be entitled to some 
remedy. The act also gave 
the crown the right to pursue 
the matter through ciiminal 
prosecution. Alder noted. 

Section 2 of the act, Alder 
said, slated that any disclo¬ 
sure "or non-disclosure, be¬ 
fore. during or after" the 
transaction could be brought 
into account. 

Alder said the evidence in¬ 
dicated Lawford knew the 
vehicle was a "demo" and 
that It was a used vehi¬ 
cle. 


Had Lawford come right 
out and asked if the car was 
in an accident and the an¬ 
swer came out "no." then 
there would have b«-en no 
problem in deciding the 
case, he said. 


The judge said the particu¬ 
lar vehicle involved was re¬ 
paired in the dealership's 
own shop and the fact that it 
had been in an accident 
sIiouM 4hiv« been general 
knowledge. 

He ruled that general 
sales manager Roy Pass- 
more, as chief employee of 
the company, had knowl¬ 
edge of the fact, and that the 
company was therefore 
guilty.

"It's not a weapon. It's a non-leihal. 
defensive piece of equipment," Gre¬ 
gory said. 

Four Victoria police sergeants 
were sent to the Vancouver Police 
Academy recently to be instructed in 
the use of the batons. They in turn 
have instructed all the men in their 
platoons.

The death toll in Satur¬ 
day's Port Renfrew house 
fire might have been nine 
instead of five had it not 
been for an afterthought of 
Arthur Jones, chief of the 
Pachena Indian Band. 

"I was in the Williams 
house next door (scene of 
the fatal fire) Friday night 
and w hen I was leaving to do 
some last-minute Christmas 
shopping I had a thought. I 
said to some of them: 'Why 
don't you come over to our 
place and watch some color 
TV and spend the night'," 
Jones recalled Wednesday 
as he continued efforts to 
find new clothing and living 
quarters for the survivors. 

His invitation was accept¬ 
ed by Bill and Sophie Pat, 
who brought along thelr- 
grandchildren. Gaylene, 7, 
and Carlene, 18 months. 


Also surviving the blaze 
that killed Rosetta Williams. 
22, and her sons, David 
Jones. 7, Norman Jones. 5. 
William Williams, 3, and 
Walter Williams. 2, were 
Mrs. Williams' husband. 
Bill. Margo Charlie. 24. and 


Willard Pat, believed in his 
twenties. 

Bill Williams ran next 
door to phone the fire de¬ 
partment and was unable to 
re-enter the burning hau.se. 
Margo Charlie and Willard 
Pal were not home at the 
time. 

“If I hadn't asked those 
people to stay at my place it 
would have been a much 
bigger toll," Jones said. 

■The fire in the Ihree-bed- 
room, one-floor frame house 
on the Gordon River Re¬ 
serve was discoverd about 
3:45 a m. Saturday. 

The .same family lost an¬ 
other home several years 
ago to fire, but all e.scaptil 
with their lives on that occa¬ 
sion. Jones said. He said 
both fires were the type" of 
accidents beyond the control 
of those involved. 

"As a result of what has 
happened here we are going 
to tell (federal) Indian Af¬ 
fairs (hat we think all houses 
built on reservations should 
be built with Gyproc inside 
instead of fancy panelling." 
Jones said. "The Gyroe 
doesn't burn, but that fancy 
ranch panelling can leave 
you with a firetrap." 


Jones said there might be 
a problem, since the min¬ 
istry didn't dictate what ma¬ 
terials were to be used In 
such construction. 

"Indian Affairs just sup¬ 
plies the money to build. Rut 
I think any recommendation 
they might make to builders 
might have some effect." 


Jones said he has started a 
Bill Williams fund (named 
after the dead woman's hus¬ 
band) to help raise money 
for funeral expenses and a 
fresh start in life for the 
survivors of the fire. 

"These pc'ople right now 
have no clothing and no 
home," he said of Williams, 
the Pals. Margo Charlie and 
her children. 

The band didn't like rely 
ing on "outside" help, but 
was limited in what it could 
do. he said. The exp<"nses 
would include a funeral and 
burial service to be held on 
the reserve at II a m. Fri¬ 
day. 

Jones said that by Wed¬ 
nesday night there had been 
Ihrw offers of hElp from 
outside the reserve, one of 
them a $100 donation from 
an individual. 


Tsitika breakthrough: It looks good—will it work?

O NE OF 1978'$ bitterest struggles 
on Vancouver Island was the fight 
between ronservalioiii.sti> and the log¬ 
ging industry for control of the Tsitika 
watershed, the last great virgin water¬ 
shed on the eastern Island. 

In recent years, it looked as if the 
watershed would be set aside as a park 
or reserve. 

In 1972. the entire Tsitika drainage 
was proposed for ecological reserve 
.status. Proposals to set it aside were 
made over the years by conservation¬ 
ists, including the late Roderick Haig- 
Brown. 

Despite bitter fighting, the two-vol- 
umc plan for logging most of the 
watershed is now believed by many, 
including conservationists and logging 
bosses, to be a breakthrough in the art 
of resource management in B.C. 

However, the strongest broadside 
against the logging plan came about 
(wo months ago from United Fisher¬ 
men and Allied Workers Union repre¬ 


sentative Scotty Neisb, w ho was on the 
committee (hat drew it up. 

Neish said the plan was a sellout to 
the forest industry, and would result in 
ruined fisheries and wildlife re¬ 


sources. 

The UFAWU said it would submit a 
minority report. 

T he plan states that most—about 
60 per cent— of the 97.576-acre 
watershed will be clear-cut over the 
next 60 to 80 years by private logging 
companies. 

The committee that hammered out 
the two-volume logging plan, including 
reference maps, had public, trade 
union, industry and government repre¬ 
sentatives. 

Experts on engineering, ecosys¬ 
tems. silviculture, soil, hydrology, rec¬ 
reation. wildlife and fisheries were 
consulted. 

However, one criticism of the plan¬ 
ning process this year was that It took 
about six months befbre a public 
representative was named to the plan¬ 
ning committee. 


The representative. Ed .Mankeluw of 
Chemainus, attended meetings in Van¬ 
couver at his own expense and during 
working hours. 

Mankelow said in an interview that 
he was disappointed that the plan 
would not set a precedent for other 
lugging projects. 

Mankelow said the plan didn't go 
far enough to protect fisheries 
and wildlife. He said it could possibly 
be applied successfully in other areas 
of the province, but he expressed con¬ 
cern for the watershed’s sensitive eco¬ 
systems. 

T he plan attempts to apply a 
major clause in this year's Min¬ 
istry of Forests Act: 

"To plan the use of the forest and 
range resources of the Crown, so that 
the production of timber and for¬ 
age. (he harvesting of timber, the 
grazing of livestpek and (hr realiz¬ 
ation of fisheries, wildlife, water, out¬ 
door recreation and other natural re¬ 
source values arc fo-ordina(cd and 
integrated. In consultation and co-op¬ 


eration with other ministries and 
agencies of the Crown and with the 
private sector ..." 

B.C. chief forester Bill Young said 
recently in an interview that the plan 
attempted to resolve conflicting view¬ 
points into a workable package. 

U NDER THE plan’s terms of refer¬ 
ence. Young said. It "had to pro¬ 
duce a viable harvesting opportunity 
and adequate protection for wildlife 
and fisheries resources. There were 
some integrated management princi¬ 
ples there they had to address. 

“In implementing the plan, with the 
follow-up committee. Is where the real 
benefits or disbenefits will take 
place. 

"As a ministry we have committed 
ourselves to the plan and implement¬ 
ing It over the years." 

Although the public review process 
built Into the plan won't necessarily be 
applied throughout the province, it's a 
big step for B.C., where until just a 
few years ago. logging was usually a 
job in which forest companies ripped 


out the trees and said 'tough' to every¬ 
thing else. 

As Jean .Sorensen and D.M. Trew 
have noted in ForesTalk, the provin¬ 
cial government's forestry magazine, 
it was only 30 years ago that the B.C. 
Forest Service adopted the principle 
of sustained-yield forestry. 

Probably the most Important fea¬ 
ture of the Tsitika plan is iLs proposed 
follow-up committee to monitor the 
watershed's future and implement (he 
plan. 

T he TSITIKA's forest lands are 
capable of maintaining a sus¬ 
tained yield of about 82.000 cunits of 
commercial timber a year. 

The plan states that the Initial 24 
years of commercial limber harvest¬ 
ing will support about 146 jobs a year 
from direct logging activity. 

Manufacturing employment on Van¬ 
couver Island and elsewhere in the 
province will provide an additional 
1,128 jobs a year. 

The planning process involved sev¬ 
eral steps, including documenting the 


timber, wildlife, fisheries, vegetation 
and ecology of the watershed, and 
preparing a resource map Identifying 
each of these areas. 

Three main assumptions were a 
moving force behind this process: 

• Forest industry employees and 
communities were dependent on a con¬ 
tinuing timber supply from the Tsitika 
in keeping with tree farm licence 
agreements. 

• Significant fish, wildlife, recre¬ 
ation and ecological values were found 
In the Tsitika. 

• Conflicting interests existed 
among the public, industry and gov¬ 
ernment agencies for the preserva 
tion and development of the Tsitika's 
resources. 

Logging openings will be so located 
as to reouce the visual impact from 
the North Island Highway and along 
Johnstone Strait. 

.Seven ecological reserves were pro¬ 
posed in the watershed. 

The plan looks good on paper, but 
only time will tell. 4

Drugs forced on athlete 
in East German system 


Leeman Bennett is a real¬ 
ist. 

But, oven those types have 
been stunned this year by 
the miracle finishes pro¬ 
duced by Atlanla Falcons. 

“We probably don't have 
the athletes to compete with 
Dallas." the Atlanta coach 
said as he savored a come- 
back<hat gave the Falcons a 
14-13 victory over Philadel¬ 
phia Eagles on Sunday in the 
first National Football 
League playoff game in At¬ 
lanta's 13-year history.

goal chance 13 seconds from 
time. 

In .Sunday’s other pre¬ 
liminary-round game be¬ 
tween wild-card teams. 
Houston Oilers won the bat¬ 
tle of injured quarterbacks 
by sidelining Miami Dol¬ 
phins 17-9. 

The Falcons, as was the 
case so often in schedule 
play, couldn’t get their of¬ 
fence untracked until they 
were on the verge of defeat.

Wallace 
Francis picked off a 37-yard 
throw from Bartkowski and 
tumbled backward into the 
end zone.

.She said she was given hormone pills 
which had painful side effects, and later got 
into piplitical trouble when she refused to 
join the tlommiinisl Party. 

,SID quoted Neufeld. 30. as saying she was 
ordered at her East Berlin club to lake 
the pills just before she turned 19 

She said she refused at first but. threa¬ 
tened with reprisals, agreed to conform 
with the training plan and take them at the 
start of the 1977 summer season 

East Germany has made tremendous 
strides in almost all sports in recent years. 
Its sports officials alwa.vs deny that that any 
TTlegal drugs are used by Ihe alflteles. 


Neufeld was quoted as saying that soon 
after she began to take the hormone pills, 
her legs grew, the muscles hardened. Ihe 
pain was so great that she could hardly 
walk, and one leg dragged 

She said she kept losing her voice, which 
often became hoarse She developed a light 
growth of hair on her upper lip. and—like 
other members of her club—missed men¬ 
strual periods, her statement .said. 

SID said Neufeld had given similar state¬ 
ments to officials in the West German 
slate of Bavaria who deal with refugees 
from East Germany 

Neufeld. who fled to West Germany at Ihe 
end of 1977 with a Bulgarian man to whom 
she now is married, said she remained silent 
until now for fear of what might happen to 
her family. 

She derided to speak out because her 
father, an English teacher, has lost his job 
at an East Berlin sports school. 

Her younger sister, a talented handball 
player, had to leave another sports school 
and was espelled from a West Berlin sports 
ctnb.

China continues modernization campaign 


PKKINO (Reuter) — 
China's Communist party, 
stressing the need to mod¬ 
ernize industry, has en¬ 
larged its leadership with 
new appointments, includ¬ 
ing that of the widow of for¬ 
mer premier Chou Kn-lai. 

The move was made 
known recently after a 
meeting of the party's cen¬ 
tral cummillee, which also 


emphasized China's collec 
live leadership under Chair¬ 
man and Premier Hua Kuo- 
feng. 

New China News Agency 
said the meeting laid stress 
on the democratic rights of 
the people, .saying there 
should be a conslilulionally 
written and systematically 
enforced legal system which 
would serve the people's in¬ 
terests. 


A new parly vice-chair 
man. three additional Polit¬ 
buro members—among 
them Chou's widow. Teng 
Ying-chao—and nine mem¬ 
bers were appointed to the 
central committee. 

A communique issued 
after the meeting said all 
people were equal before the 
law. aniTsuggesti-d that in 
the past there had been ton 


much centralism and too lit 
tie democracy 

Diplomatic observers re. 
garded lhe.se as key ques 
lions in the current poster 
campaign in Peking, in 
which poster writers have 
been questioning some of the 
fundamental aspects of the 
Chinese Communist state 

Economic expert Chen 
Yun was named the Commu¬ 


nist party's fifth vice-chair 
man. while industrial over¬ 
lord Wang Chen and parly 
organizer Hu Yao pang were 
named to the Politburo to¬ 
gether with Premier Chou's 
widow 

The appointments were 
seen by diplomats as pulling 
a seal of approval on the 
modernization policies ad 
vocaled by Chou Kn lai.

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Nootka band on the warpath 


Tahsis Co. may face angry natives’ action

NiHiika Indians are on the 
warpath against the Tahsis 
Company operations in the 
remote and mountainous 
logging enmpany town of 
(iold River. 

The Mnwachaht hand's re 
fusal to renegotiate an 
agreement couid mean the 
company would have to 
nutve some of its opvTations 
from 20 acres of leased n'- 
serve land, according to 
band lawyer Louise Man* 
dell. 

"A decision will In' taken 
next month on whether 
Tahsis will be ordered off 
the land. " she said 

Cnmpan.v spokesman Alex 
Brnkenshire said he was not 
aware of impending court 
action by the band. The 
rental renewal lease was 
being negotiated with the In¬ 
dian affairs department, he 
said. 

But band chief Mary 
.lohnsnn says her people are 
in the frame of mind to de 
mand enurt action to have 
the conipan.c rimioved from 
their land 

She pointed to a "trail of 
broken promises" by the 
compan.v. serious health 
problems on the reserve and 
the company's failure to live 
up to the terms of prev ious 
lease agreements, as rea¬ 
sons for tho band's reluc 
lance to negotiate a new 
lease 

Dust fallout from a giant 
chimney stack at tho pulp 
mill — on the edge of the re¬ 
serve — is blamed by the 
chief for "serious ear. nose 
and throat problems among 
our people. " as well as eve 
irritation problems among 
the native population

boost 


OTTAWA (CF) - An oil 
priee increase of 2.1 cents a 
barrel is expected in the 
New Year and perhaps as 
<-ir)y . 11 . Jan. !. •a;., lanergv 
Minister Alastair Gillespie. 

The inerease waiuld add 
two-thirds of a cent to a gal¬ 
lon of gas or home healing 
oil. 

"The increase will affect 
( onsumers if nil companies 
pass on the increa.se." the 
minister said. 

In the past increases have 
depended on competition be 
tween oil companies. 

The increase come.s under 
a surcharge approved by the 
federal government last 
June to help cover the costs 
of prov iding world oil prices 
for companies producing 
synthetic crude from the Al¬ 
berta oil -sands. 

The surcharge increase 
was passed quietly by the 
federal cabinet a while ago. 
less than a month after the 
federal goveenment and Al¬ 
berta announced they were 
deferring a one-dollara 
barrel - Ihree-cent-a-gallon 
-- price increase until Julv 
I. 

Gillespie said the current 
levy of 10 cents a barrel will 
rise to 13 cents, reflecting 
changes in world oil prices 
as well as greater produc¬ 
tion in the nil sands. 

Great Canadian t)il Sands 
recently agreed to expand 
its plant to 80.000 barrels a 
day from l.'i.OOO. In return, 
the federal government 
agreed to give them world 
prices for their production 

.Syncrude Canada Ltd. is 
expected to be in full pro 
duction at its oil sands plant 
in the New Year. Syncrude 
was offered world prices In 
1973 when government 
stepped in to save the plant 
from financial collapse. 

But, since then, as an in 
centive to increase oil sands 
prigluctivity. the govern¬ 
ment has introduced new 
policy to provide world 
prices tor any oil sands or 
heavy oil-upgrading plant. 

The reason for the in¬ 
crease in the surcharge Is a 
widening In the difference 
between Canadian and 
world prices. This came 
from a combination of a de 
cision to defer a one-dollar- 
a-barrel domestic price in¬ 
crease Jan. I and a l4..Vprr 
rent increase in world oil 
prices scheduled in the next 
12 mimths 


"Dust particles are so bad

officer Robert Phillips said 
Ig'eause of a study by the 
PCB the cqmpany had been 
ordered to Install pollution 
control devices 

The dust fallout was be¬ 
lieved responsible for res¬ 
piratory and e.ve irritation, 
he added. 

Health department 
spokesman Dr. Mary Hab- 
gnod confirmed that she had 


received a report on health 
problems on the reserve 
from a nurse but declined to 
disclose its contents. 

.She said the department 
had conducted a study on the 
reserve in concert witb the 
PCB but refused further 
comment. 

William Thomas, PCB «•- 
glonal manager, told the Co¬ 
lonist that since the study 
there had been improve¬ 
ments at the mill, but be¬ 
cause of the magnitude of 
the problem the company 
had been given an a two- 
year extension to the end of 
I9M) to have the $12 million 
project completed. 

Thomas said fallout read¬ 
ings mure than double the 
allowable limit had been re¬ 
corded on the reserve. 

Allowable limit in a resi¬ 
dential area is 13 tons per 
squari- mile and 23 tons a 
square mile In industrial 
areas. 

While health problems are 


a major concern, the band is 
also angry that the company 
has not lived up to promises 
of employment in the woods 
and at the mill for Indians, 
she said. 

A large majority of the 130 
native people on the reserve 
moved to Gold River from 
Friendly Covi> nn a promise 
of obtaining wrvrk with the 
company. "But it hasn't 
worked out that way." 

In fact, only in the last 
few months had several 
young band members been 
hired by Tahsis to work in 
their logging division. Three 
other band members have 
worked in the mill for vary¬ 
ing periods in the last eight 
.years 

"It has taken us eight 
years to reach this plateau. 
Is it any wonder we arc un¬ 
happy with the eompany'.’" 
she said. “Under the 
agreement, Tahsis Is re¬ 
quired to notify us of all job 
vacancies. They haven't 


lived up to their agreemenl. 

"It seems obvious to me 
they aa^-mploying our 
young p^Me now b^-ause 
they wantine lease (which 
expired eight months ago) 
signed." she claimed 
For the duren or so hired 
recently the task of travel¬ 
ling tlw seven miles to and 
from work each day has not 
been an easy one 
"It's been impossible try 
ing to convince the company 
the crummy should come 
and pick them up as it does 
other workers." 

With only five persons on 
the resene owning cars and 
transportation nut always 
available, the young loggers 
have had to hitrh-hike or 
walk to and from work 
Johnson said a critical 
housing problem on the re- 
sene was aggravating an 
already-serious situation. 

.Many of the 18 frame 
homes accommodate three 
families and are nothing 


more than fire boxes, she 
elaimed. 

"I'm scared we re going 
to have another tragedy like 
1973 when two people were- 
burned to death in a fire 
which consumed a house in 
less than 10 minutes." 

Many of the houses have 
windows and doors which 
cannot be prnpc-rly closed, 
and leaky roofs, she said 

Serious overcrowding 
was. she believed, rv'spon- 
sibic for alcohol problems 
among many of the 17 teen 
agers on the reserve 


They had no way of get 
ting into Gold River (eight 
miles south) and little to 
keep them m-eupied nn (he 
reserve, "so they turn to 
b<Mi7.e." 

She said Indian affairs 
"should have Imked after 
our interests much better 
than they have. They have 
been remiss in not ensuring 
the eompany lived up to the 
terms of the agreement." 

Comox-Alberni Liberal 
MP Hugh Anderson, parlia¬ 
mentary secretary to Indian 
Affairs Minister Hugh 


Faulkner, .said in an inter 
view he was prepared to as 
sist the band in any way 
possible, but had never been 
asked for assistance. 

“I'm not indisposed to 
meeting with them and 
doing all in my power to 
help," he said.

VANCOUVER (CP> - On 
Jan. I. when (he re«t of Can¬ 
ada is r(‘coverinK from the 
night before, hundreds of 
people, clad only in bathing 
suits, will line up along the 
beach at English Bay. 

A gun will sound and in a 
lemniing'llke flight, they 
will fling themselves into 
the btine-chilling water, ac¬ 
companied by cheers from 
thousands of onlookers, 
blasts of horns from a flotil¬ 
la of small boats and the 
screams of fellow swim¬ 
mers who finally have dis¬ 
covered the true meaning oi 
cold 

This curious ritual, called 
the Polar Bear .Swim, ap¬ 
pears to be attracting 
gieater numbers each .vear, 
with last year's turnout ex¬ 
ceeding Htio people. 

Conceived in 1920 by a 
small band of stalwarts led 
by the late Peter Pantages. 
a local r<*sident who swam 
etery day in the bay. the 
event is not for the faint 
hearted. 

Water temperatures are a 
mere eight degrees above 
freezing on the average with 
the average air temperature 
a few degrees lower. 

In 1977 only 75 of an esti¬ 
mated KlO swimmers re- 
inained in the water after 
rite minutes: that numbi'r 
dwindled to 20 in another 
five. 

After :I0 minutes, a time 
limit imposed by Pantages 
when endurance contests 
threatened to get out of 
hand. IS diehards were 
asked to come nut of (he 
water. The last man out cre¬ 
dited his former winter ex¬ 
perience as a muskrat trap¬ 
per for his courage. 

No one is sure what 
prompts people to endure 
such pain.

While ski resort says two Kelowna skiers 
are lucky to be alive after being caught in an 
avalanche on Christmas. 

"It's a miracle (hey weren't killed." Brian 
James said Wednesday. 

.Steve Denroche. 23. and Clayton Allen. 16, 
were in satisfactory condition in hospital 
recovering from injuries following the ava 
lanche on an isglated run which had been 
closed because of previous snowslides. 

Denroche. suffering from leg injuries and 
using a branch from a tree as a crutch, 
struggled fur six hours to cover 1.5 kilo¬ 
metres and find help for Allen, who was 
buried in snow to his chest and had a broken 
leg. 

.Signs hud been posted warning of the 
possibility of avalanches and both skiers 


later said they were aware of the restriction 
They decided to ski anyway, they said, after 
making an initial inspection of (he run. 

The pair, both experienced skiers, made 
three runs in the morning, stopped fur lunch 
and were about to make their segvnd after¬ 
noon run when trouble began. 

The slide occurred about I p.m. .Monday 
and Denroche got to the tup of a bunny hill at 
Big White alxtut 10 p.m. He could hear 
people below singing Chrl.stmas carols. 

He said he screamed for help for 15 
minutes before someone answered, but he 
absenimindedly said hello. He kept yelling 
until help arrived a few minutes later. 

Twenty persons were involved in the res¬ 
cue effort and Allen was brought out on a 
sled attached to a snowmobile. ■

James Wiiiiam Buckner, who caused headlines V sug¬ 
gesting in Victoria County Court that he was offers 
money to provide information on Sam Bawif, now dereguia- 
tion minister, was arrested Saturday at Fulford Harbor. 

Buckner was convicted in county court of conspiracy 
to traffic in cannabis resin (ha.shish) but is appealing. 

Buckner and 33 year old Russell Tschritter were found 
guilty of the charge .Si-pt. 13. 

Crown counsel Richard Anthony told Judge Blake Allan 
that Buckner was required to stay in the city of Victoria or 
the municipalities of Oak Bay. Esquimalt. Saanich or 
Central Saanich while out on bail, but was arrested by 
RCVIP at 11:15 a.m. .Saturday at Fulford Harbor on Salt 
Spring Island. 

Buckner, who was adamant in refusing to speak with duty 
legal aid lawyer Ted Hanman. said he objected to those 
conditions when he was released. Buckner said he was living 
on Salt Spring Island because he wanted to get away from 
"negative influences” in Victoria. 

He said he would breach another condition of his re¬ 
cognizance, to slay out of trouble, if he remained in the 
city. 

He also said he wanted to get away with his wife and 
family because of the wide publicity over his Septem¬ 
ber trial. 

He said he reported as required Saturday morning to 
Esquimalt Police Chief Art Burton and said he was 
going to Salt Spring to attend his son's Christmas party. 

He also said that the area restriction was going to be 
lifted today in a Vancouver court with the consent of 
crown counsel Gordon Macdonald. 

Defence lawyer Douglas Christie, who discovered his 
client was in custody only after Buckner's first ap¬ 
pearance before Allan, confirmed that there was no doubt 
the order would have been amended. 


A 2K-.vear-old man who wanted to be arrested Tues¬ 
day night but was refused was given a suspended sen¬ 
tence and ordered to go before an evaluation panel 
under the Heroin Treatment Act as soon as that facility 
was in operation. 

Donald Greer MacDonald, also known as Donald .Mars, 
no fixed addre.ss, pleaded guilty to mi.schief causing 
wilful damage In a $320 plate glass window at the Victoria 
police station at $25 F'isgard.

Boumedienne, enemy of west, dies 


ALGIER.S (AP) — Prvxi 
dvnl Houari Boumedii'nnt-. 
Algeria's staunchly anli- 
Weslem Third World leader, 
died Wednesday, leaving a 
power vacuum in his eoun- 
to' and depriving the hard¬ 
line "rejectlonist” Arab 
front of one of its mo.>it fiery 
spokesmen against Israell- 
Eg>'ptian peace talks. 

His government. promis¬ 
ing to continue 13 years of 
socialist revolution, named 
Rabah Bilal, president of 
the Popular National As¬ 
sembly. as interim presi¬ 
dent for a period of up to 15 
days. It declared ID days of 
official mourning. 

Boumedienne's death 
came after he lay 40 days in 
a coma with a rare blood 
disease. According to the 
best information available. 
Boumedienne was 53 years 
old. 


The .Soviet press hailed 
Boumedienne as "a great 
friend of the .Soviet Union" 
and said he had "made a 
great contribution to Alge¬ 
ria's social and economic 
progress." Other world'll 
leaders praised his contribu¬ 
tions to the development of 
his country'. 

Immediately after the 
slate radio broadcast news 
of Boumedienne's death, 
downtown Algiers became 


jailed with dcmunslrators 
paying homage to the excit¬ 
able. mustachioed national 
ist who seized power from 
then-president Ahmed Ben 
Bella in 1965., 

More than two million 
weeping Algerians gathered 
outside the Palace of the 
People, where the body will 
lie in stale pending the fu¬ 
neral. expected to be on Fri¬ 
day. 


Boumedienne had been 
stricken by a blood affliction 
known as Waldensiroem's 
disease. Born Mohamed 
Bnukharouba. Ihe son of a 
.small landowner, on Aug. 23. 
1925 near Guelma in eastern 


Algeria, he look his pseu¬ 
donym from a guerrilla who 
died in the early days of the 
eight-year struggle against 
^the French coluniallsls. 

The president, who had re¬ 
ceived Irealmeni in the .So¬ 


viet Union in Uclober and 
November, spent his last 
days hooked to life support 
machines here at Mustafa 
tiospital, while medical spe 
cialists from around the 
world hovered by his side

"The film board has never 
made partisan films nr 
political propaganda films."

TIIK: BILINOl AL Dorn 
ville. who spoke confidently 
and articulately in Kngli.sh. 
chain-smoked and occasion¬ 
ally rested his feel on the 
coffee labfe during the in¬ 
terview In his tidy office at 
the Imard's headquarters in 
north end Montreal. 

Me said he does not think 
Ihe question of government . 
pressure is an issue. “When 
I'm asked whether we will 
refuse to make propaganda 
films, it's a bit like asking 
whether somebody has 
slopped beating his wife." 
he said 

IHfMVILLK: defended Ihe 
series of l(K) educutiomil 
film shorts. .V) in Kngllsh 
and .lO in French, made 
under a special federal 
grant "to foster and main¬ 
tain national unity."

Domville. who first 
workt'd with film in 1972 
when he joined the board as 
assistant director of Knglish 
production, said he “would 
love to go out and help in 
shooting a film, if the gu.vs 
would still have me." 

"People still ask my ad¬ 
vice and I feed close to the 
guys in production." said 
Domville, who was execu¬ 
tive producer of Why Rock 
Ihe Boat, a feature film by 
Ihe board about a young re¬ 
porter w ho Joins a Montreal 
newspaper in Ihe 1940s.

The board was one of the 
victims of the recent federal 
budget cuts. Us 1979-80 bud¬

Budget cutbacks mean 
that about 80 jobs will be 
eliminated. Domville said 
But after attrition and re 
lirement arc taken into ac 
count, he said he hopes that 
not more than 30 people will 
be laid off. all of them in 
administrative jobs. 

"There are no useless jobs 
being cut. we will just have 
to gel by somehow. Some 
services just won't exist 
anymore" 


TAKING piTO account 
cost incre/ses. Ihe cut 
means the board "has lust $8 
million worth of purchasing 
power fur next .year com¬ 
pared with this year." said 
Domville. 

Outside work given to in¬ 
dependent film houses "will 
suffer In the same propor¬ 
tion." .said Domville. adding 
that the last few years have 
been relatively good in 
terms of outside work for 
these film houses. 

Representatives of Ihe Ca¬ 
nadian Film and Television 
.Association said last week 
that Ihe board's plans to cut 
back on outside contracting 
would hurt the country's in¬ 
dependent film industry. 


THK BOARD. which 
placed $2.9 million worth of 
work with outside firms in 
1977-78. said earlier that the 
budget cuts would force it to 
do more production work it¬ 
self. 

"The place for Ihe inde¬ 
pendent film houses to at 
lack is the over all govern¬ 
ment cutbacks." Domville 
said. 

Asked whether the govern¬ 
ment had made a mi.slake in 
rutting the board's budget 
so extensively, he said that 
the government "gives in¬ 
sufficient priority to the arts 
and the cultural life of the 
country which is the first 
line of defence for Canadian 
identity." 


THK ttTBAt'K.S are 
forcing the board to close iLs 
distribution office in Tokyo 
and it will close in one year 
its office in Sydney, Austra¬ 
lia. 

"We also will be making 
fewer films for government 
departments becau.se these 
departments have their own 
budget cuts and they will 
reduce their audio-visual 
spending. There will also be 
missed opportunities for 
.voung freelance film¬ 
makers. • 

"We hope there will not be 
a cut in production and that 
next year we will produce 
the same number of films as 
this year but to do this we 


will have to be extremely 
imaginative." 

DOMVILLK graduated in 
law from McGill University 
and found time to produce a 
musical .satire called My 
Fur Lady which toured the 


country for two years begin 
ning In 1936. By the time the 
show closed, he had become 
attached to the life of Ihe 
theatre and he said he knew 
he would not become a faw 
yer.

‘Days don’t count unless they’re good’ 
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KACTNK. Wis, (Al'l — This Christmas, 
Sha«n Boni'nbiTai'r s f,imil\ opened the 
pifls tthiih the lO year old boy bought for 
Ihem after deciding'against further treat¬ 
ment to prolong his life. He had decided his 
"days don't count unless they’re good 
days." 

Shawn, who died of a rare form of cancer 
last Sunda>. had dlscu.ssed his decision in 
a tape-recorded session with Re\. Richard 
Olson of the First Baptist Church in Ra¬ 
cine. 

"Mom and Dad came in. and the doctors 
came in, " Shawn told Olson. 'They said it 
probably wouldn.'l work, and If it did work, it 
would stop working sooner or later, and I 
would die. Dr I could just go oft treatment. 


you know, and just, you know, stay at home 
and just die. 

"And I decided not to take the treatment, 
because I had been through all that and it 
was hard. And it wouldn't guarantee that I 
would live." 

Ronald Bonenberger said his son was told 
about his disease as soon as It was diagnosed 
in January. 

"When I found out I had cancer. I just 
thought. 'God'll take care of that." .Shawn 
told Olson. "And He did. Not the way I 
wanted Him to .. He always answers a 
prayer, but not always the way you want 
Him to answer It.” 

Shawn died of rhabdomyosarcoma, a fast- 
spreading cancer that attacks the soft 
muscle tissue Radiation and chemotherapy 


treatments helped only temporarily, his 
mother said. By the time the disease was 
discosered. it had already invaded his 
lungs. 

About a month ago. doctors suggested a 
more extreme, physically taxing drug treat¬ 
ment that would offer no hope for a cure but 
might prolong his life. 

"At the most it would glyetiim some more 
time." Mrs. Bonenberger said Friday night. 
But lh» Bonenbepgers asked that Shawn 
make his own decision, and he decided 
to live a day at a time. 

"You Just have as much fun as you can. 
aqd make use of it." %awn told Olson. 
"It's like each day is a,W Like if .vuu say. 
'I'm going to clean-lny room tomorrow,' 
tomorrow you might not be here. You never 


know. You just live one day at a time." 

Mrs. Bonenberger said Shawn wanted to 
write about his cancer, to describe what 
happened to him and try to help others deal 
with the disease, "but time ran out for 
him " 

Bonenberger said the family, which in¬ 
cludes Shawn's two brothers. Chad. five, 
and Troy, eight, travelled to Florida, visit¬ 
ing Disney World, this year They attended a 
Milwaukee Bucks pro basketbaU game and 
Shawn met the players. 

The day before he died, he attended a 
Christmas party sponsored by Living One 
Day at a Time, an organir.ation for families 
of childrtm with cancer, but he liad grown 
nearly loo weak to speak and became easily- 
winded 


The ‘good life’ hits naval academy routine 


ANNAPOLIS. Md(l’PI) 
— The r.S Naval Academy 
has found a female midship 
man's allegation she was 
raped by an upperclassman 
to be without basis but she 
and two men were punished 
for misconduct, an Acade¬ 
my spokesman said. • 

The rape, which allegi-dly 
occurred iji October, was the 


first ever to be investigated 
at the N((val Academy and 
the Naval Investigative Ser¬ 
vices board found "there 
was insufficient evidence to 
pursue it." said Cmdr. Jim 
Barrett, the Academy public 
affairs officer. 

But a separate investiga 
tioh revealed that the three 
midshipmen, including the 


woman, were guilty of mis¬ 
conduct last October Involv - 
ing "over-indulgence in al¬ 
cohol and .sexual activity" in 
Bancroft Hall dormilory- 

The Academy now has 2IS 
women on its rolls. 

Barrett said administra¬ 
tive punishment including 
"warnings, demerits and 
conduct probation" were 


meted out to the woman and 
men, adding the terms of the 
federal privacy art prohibit¬ 
ed him from revealing 
either the specific punish¬ 
ments nr the names of those 
involved. 

There have been "roughly 
five" similar alcohol and 
sexual mi.sconduci cases at 


the Academy since women 
were first admitted in July 
1978. Barrett said. 

Barrett said misconduct 
allegations were investiga! 
ed by an "internal .system" 
at the Academy 

"Normally, when we have 
misconduct problems in the 
dormitory halls the violators 
are given anything from a 


warning up to separation." 
said Barrett Hr empha 
sized, however, the three 
disciplined midshipmen 
have not been asked to re¬ 
sign. 

"When you've got 1,300 
midshipmen here, there is 
bound to be some infrac¬ 
tions,” Barrett said.

Garden Notes 


It has become quite the fashion 
these days to give flowering or foliage 
plants for Christmas pre.sents, and a 
very happy trend it is. too. 

My florist friends tell me that busi- 
ness was exceptinnally brisk this year, 
and many firms had to take on extra 
help to cope with the Christmas rush. 

In such a .specialized business, 
there is, of course, a number of prob¬ 
lems that crop up when untrained and 
inexperienced employees are used 
While ihese temporary clerks were, 
for the iiRm part, willing and 
scientious workers, tlfcjilatjv' of 
knowledge of the flowers anlTplants 
they sold got them into frequent diffi¬ 
culties. 

For instance, a woman came into 
one store and. after looking around, 
.selected a particularly beautiful flow¬ 
ering plant and bought it. As it was 
being wrapped, she asked its name. 

The girl looked perplexed, then her 
eyes brightened as she spotted an un¬ 
obtrusive label in the pot. ••'This 
plant." she announced triumphantly, 
"Is a Water Daily!" 

Christmas gift hnuseplants seem to 
suffer an unusually high mortality 
rate, probably because they are so 
often presented to folks who haven't 
the foggiest idea how to look after 
them. 'This bothers me. as I have a sort 
of phobia nr hang-up about plants — I 
just can't bear to see them going 
steadily downhill as a rcsiill of im 
proper care 


For this reason, it has become my 
custom to devote a series of columns 
soon after Christmas to the care of gift 
plants. 

Strangely enough, these failures 
with gift plants are almost never due 
to neglect, even in the homes of the 
most scatterbrained and forgetful 
folks. 

On the contrary, the new owner, 
enthralled with the lovely gift, tends to 
overwhelitf'lhe poor thing with mis¬ 
placed attention — too much warmth 
and coddling, too much water. tiH> 
many plant pills. Actually, a plant will 
stand up much better under a little 
wholesome neglect than under con 
stant. fussy mothering. 

I think we slip into this error in the 
mistaken belief that plants enjoy the 
same living conditions as humans. We 
like to eat three times a day, and if we 
miss a meal, we become hungry. We 
drink even oftener. We become ehilly 
if the room temperature drops below 
20 degrees C. Dry air doesn't bother us 
— in fart, we pay nut hundreds of 
depreciated Canadian dollars to spend 
a winter holiday at an Arizona desert 
resort. 

The flaw in this unconscious rea¬ 
soning — attributing human likes and 
dislikes to plants — should be obvious. 
We are warm-blooded mammals; our 
plants are not. 

Actually, the ideal temperature for 
most of our common hnuseplants is 
much lower than the "comfort zone" 
shown on our wall thermostats. As air 


example, the lovely Cyclamen is 
grown commercially in a greenhouse 
held at around 12 degrees, and even 
this cool temperature is reduced when 
the plants come into bloom. At this 
level, the flowers remain fresh much 
longer and the plant continues In 
bloom for quite a long time. 

Next to too much warmth. I would 
sa,\ the most common cause of failure 
is over watering. Far more plants die 
of drowning in sudden, airless .soil than 
ever expire through neglect. 

For the novice, the best plan is to 
iesi the soil surface with the fingertips 
and give water only when it fwls 
definitely dry to thelouch. If you can't 
make up your mind w hether or not the 
soil is dry enough to justify watering. 
remembcT the axiom of the Old Coun 
try professional gardener: "When in 
doubt — Don't!" 

If the air in your home or apart 
ment is very dr>-. you can freshen the 
leaves and buds daily or oftener by 
spraying them with a very fine mist of 
plain water. W’hile the roots can rni 
quite easily from overwatering, you 
can hardly overdo the application of 
water mist to the foliage. 

In the matter of light, all flowering 
plants must have plenty of daylight, 
although some kinds cannot tolerate 
scorching summer sunlight. At this 
season of the year, though, even the 
kinds w ith tender skins will do better 
in a sunny window, for the winter sun 
isn't powerful enough to harm them 



particle indt‘ed. 

"We are .still constructing 
our trap." he writes, as if 
talking about catching 
muskrats.

France with style and 
charm. "The bedroom of our 
eighth-floor apartment 
overlooks Grenoble across 
the Drac River. The sun's 
first rays silhouette the 
mountain used by the down¬ 
hill racers of the '68 Olym¬ 
pics The fields, which slope 
down to the river, are a 
patchwork of cornfields, 
sheep meadows and athletic 
fields: here and there a farm 
house shaped like a loaf of 
square bread, one end look¬ 
ing like it reaches back to 
the Roman era. the next 
slice appearing to be napo- 
leonic. and a third bearing 
the time stamp of the Second 
World War. The continuity 
lhat this symbtilizes is im¬ 
pressive. particularly to the 
nuclear family member 
coming from a joung coun¬ 
try . . ." 

His account of going to the 
local doctor should stir 
quaint memories in those of 
us who are familiar with the 
chic austerity of today's 
medical offices, where one 
waits in a slainless-,slc>el cu¬ 
bicle for the doctor's brief, 
impersonal visit, passing 
the time with a dogeared 
copy of Business Week. 

"There are .still small 
towns in the surrounding 
countryside that seem im¬ 
mune to the plastic era. I 
was driven to one the other 
day by a friend to see about 
a painful ear infection that 
laid me low. The doctor was 


the mayor of the town'and 
my friend's cousin. This ten¬ 
uous relationship gave me a 
bit more confidence in put¬ 
ting my ailing ear in the 
hands of a stranger who 
speaks no Knglish. 

"We parked on the edge of 
town and walked along a 
narrow cobbled street. The 
tiny shops all seemt*d a step 
down from the strt“et I fol¬ 
lowed my benefactor into 
the spacious entry hall of a 
large old masonry house. 
The floor was checkered 
with large square black and 
white stones — marble. I 
thought. Light filtered in 
though a stainiNl glass win¬ 
dow halfway up a broad 
curved stairway. My friend 
went off to find his cousin. I 
was presently joined by a 
mother carrying a small 
child in her arms. She com¬ 
forted the uneasy baby and 
smiled; I think to reassure 
all three of us that it was 
nothing serious. 

"As I looked up the 
glotimy stairway I half ex¬ 
pected to see a bt'arded Paul 
Muni lean over the rail and 
say to the woman. Madam. 
I told you I cannot adminis¬ 
ter the vaccine to your child 
— it has not bt'cn proven 
safe >et . . 

"My friend returned with 
his cousin, a young man. 
well fed, with a stetho.scope 
bulging from the jacket 
pocket of a lavender suit. It 
was indicated that I should 


go into his office and lie on 
his short narrow examining 
table. He peered in my car 
with his little black magni¬ 
fying flashlight and said. 
•Ah ha. vous aves un infec¬ 
tion — un grand infection.' 

■ There followed a long 
dialogue between them that, 
to me. resembled a badly 
subtitled French film. A 
long drawn-out exchange 
would be interpreted to me 
as. You have an ear infec¬ 
tion.' Another interminable 
speech was translated as. 
He will give you a prescrip 
tion ' 

"The final five minutes 
was condensed to. That’s :18 
francs. Pay the girl in the 
next room.' Six days and 121 
francs worth of pills later. I 
felt fine. I will he interested 
to see how Pacific Mutual's 
Insurance adjuster will 
react to this claim . .“ 

Henrikson once tried to 
describe for me Ihe exuber 
ance scientists feel when an 
experiment succeeds, when 
in one stunning instant their 
calculations, their work, 
their faith, their lives are 
vindicated, and they some¬ 
times weep and slap and jos 
tie one another like football 
player after a game-winning 
touchdown. 

I hope Henrikson's team 
caught their neutrino before 
Christmas, and that he finds 
time to tell us how it was. 

I've got champagne on 
ice. 
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Things I learned while reading 
Criminal Violence, Criminal Jus tice, 
a new book by Charles Silberman: 

• That the black American homi¬ 
cide rale is three to five times Ihe 
black African rate. (Violence is some¬ 
thing black Americans learned in this 
country.) 

• liiat it takes only 10 square miles 
of poppies to feed the entire heroin 
market, and they grow everywhere. 
(It takes Ihe capacity of just two lO-lon 
trucks to bring an entire year's supply 
of heroin into the United .Slates.) 

• That Ihe majority of Americans 
do not report the crimes in which they 
arc the victims. (Only one-quarter of 
property crimes arc reported, and less 
than one-half of violent crimes.) 

• That less than one per cent of 
time spent on routine preventive pa¬ 
trols by police squad cars yields a 
criminal incident lhat is worthy of 


allenlion. (Most crime is perpeirated 
"off the street ') 

• That the crime evoking Ihe most 
fear, a mugging robbery, tends In be 
committed by impulsive amateurs, 
not by professionals. (Amateurs are 
far harder to apprehend, charge, or 
convict.) 

• That nationwide, at least one- 
third of adults arrestLXl on felony 
charges, half or more formally 
charged with a crime, and about two- 
thirds of those convicted, serve lime in 
jail or in prison. 

• That "status offences" of minors 
(lhat is, acts that would not be crimes 
if they were of age) account for more 
than half of juvenile court lime and 
energy that might otherwise be devot¬ 
ed to dealing with juveniles who com¬ 
mit serious crime. 

• That if recent rales continue, at 
least three Americans in every loo w ill 


be Ibe victim of a violent crime this 
year, and one household in 10 will be 
burglarized. 

• That while most murders still 
involve victims and offenders who 
know each other, in the last dozen 
years murder at the hand of a stranger 
has increased nearly twice as fast as 
murder by relatives, friends, or ac¬ 
quaintances. (In Chicago, "stranger" 
murders have tripled.) 

• That Japan is virtually the only 
industrialized nation in Ihe world 
today where "crime in the streets" is 
nut a major problem. 

• That the chances of gelling killed 
in an automobile accident are 10 times 
greater than those of being murdered 
by a stranger; and the risk of death 
from a fall are thriH' limes as great. 

• That Hollywood has made more 
than 20 films about Billy Ihe Kid. most 
of them glorifying his character and 
deeds.

B.C. plan 'worse than the old Act of 190V

Tweive months of work 
by B.C.’s former superinten¬ 
dent of child welfare eulmin 
ated this summer in a pro¬ 
posed new Family and 
Children's Act which would 
have ri-copnl/ed children as 
people in their own right, 
and provided for the govern¬ 
ment to supply funds and 
serviees to assist families 

But that proposed legisla¬ 
tion was pushed aside and 
the government put out a 
proposal that has been 
called • makeshift" and 
"worse than the old 1901 
Act" bv critics who work iu 
th<’ field. 

Vic Belknap, shuffled 
from his position as superin¬ 
tendent of child welfare 
after making his proposals 
for new legislation, was 
given a copy of the white 
paper on the government's 
proposed legislation and 
sent out into the province to 
gather reaction and report 
back to former human re- 
,sources minister William 
Vander /.aim 


But, according to Dr. 
Brian Pound, chairman of 
the Capital Region's Child 
Abuse Committer, Belknap 
was forbidden to di.scuss the 
results of his own research, 
and at meetings he has not 
mentioned his own propos¬ 
als. 

The purpose of Belknap's 
proposed act was "to foster 
the general welfare of chil¬ 
dren and young persons, by 
according them singular sta¬ 
tus as persons, who in cer 
tain circumstances have en¬ 
titlements to assistam-e in 
their own right." 

Belknap proposed. 
through legislation, to pro¬ 
mote the well-being of chil¬ 
dren through supporting fa¬ 
milies. and to strengthen 
families through the ame 
lioration of poor conditions 
that could disrupt family re¬ 
lationships. 

The legislation would have 
insisted on assistance for 
parents when nece.ssary. 
and the establishment of 
sen iees and facilities.

illegitimacy in the prov¬ 
ince. 

The first and paramount 
consideration in all judicial 
and administrative proce¬ 
dures. the proposal said, 
should be the best interest of 
the child. 

"The best Interest of the 
child" was defined as the* 
least detrimental alterna¬ 
tive for the child, having 
regard to the mental and 
physical health needs of (he 
child, including any for 
special care and treatment, 
and the effect upon a child of 
"a disruption of continuitf* 
of affertional ties." 

In judicial procm^dings a 
provincial judge would have 
bi‘en able to order that a 
child be represented by 
counsel. 

Belknap's legislation 
would have meant that a 
child who had irreconcilable 
differences, with his parents 
or guardians would not act 
unlawfully, or btH'ome a fu¬ 
gitive. by running away, but 
that after the age of 16 a 
child who had shown himself 
to be indepi^ndent should be 
eligible to receive services 
and in his own right.

Dealing with paternity 
orders, the Belknap propos¬ 
al reiterated that the best 
interests nf the child should 
be the paramount consider¬ 
ation Hi all proceedings. 

The legislation would have 
laid down procedures for es¬ 
tablishing paternity, and 
settled the status of children 
bom after artindal insem- 
Inatlon. 

Dealing with children in 
nei-d of care. Belknap's pro¬ 
posal was drawn up lo pro¬ 
vide ways by which families 
and children could obtain 
services and assistance so 
that the unit could remain 
intact if possible. 

lie had included provi 
sions that would have al¬ 
lowed a homemaker to be 
placed In a home, as well as 
provisions for children to be 
placed in foster care 
through voluntary arrange¬ 
ments. It al.so allowed for 
temporary foster, care 
through judicial order, and 
for long-term care. 


The proposal dealt with 
the provision of serviees for 
children with special needs 
so that they could, if pos¬ 
sible. overcome handicaps 
and disabilities, with costs 
shared between the’ province 
and parents by agreement. 

The act would also have 
dealt with the rights of so¬ 
cial workers or police to res¬ 
cue children from homes 
where their safely was 
threatened, and it defined 
the circumstances when 
such moves might be neces- 
sar>.

There was also provision 
for ehild-eare conferences 
set up by the minister or by a 
court to determine the best 
ways of meeting a child's 
ne^s.

Belknap would have given 
immunity to people report¬ 
ing suspected abuse cases, 
and would have kept the 
names confidential. He 
would also have allowed 
professional people to take 
any necessary photographs 
or x-rays at public expense. 

The legislation also dealt 
w ith ways of erasing unpro. 


ven reports, and would have 
provided for automatic era 
sure of records after seven 
years. 

The act under discussion 
al the moment has been 
criticired because it does not 
give children status as pen 
pie. It places all responsibi 
lities for children on parents 
without recognizing an.\ gov 
ernmeni responsibility. 

Former human resources 
minister Vander Zalm had 
invited public submissions, 
and the new minister. Grace 
McCarthy, has extended the 
deadline for submissions 
from Dec. 31 for three 
months.

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Taxes and yoii

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
Kovernmenl gives a litllc 
and takes a liltle away in a 
New Year shuffle of income 
taxes and social benefits 
that affect the incomes of 
almost all Canadians by a 
few pennies or a few dollars 
a week. 

Federal charts show the 
richest families gain most 
and the unemployed lose 
most from a combination of 
lax reductions and changes 
in the family allowance, un- 
employment insurance and 
pension programs. 

The 77.000 Canadians who 
gel annual incomes of $50.- 
INK) nr more are ahead by a 
minimum $j0 a month. That 
is more than double the spe¬ 
cial bonus gain of $24.20 a 
month for 298.000 of tt)c nee¬ 
diest old age pensioners who 
receive a full federal Income 
supplement on top of basic 
IH'nsions. 

Most of the x;i0.000 jobless 
lose about 10 cents of every 
$1 in unemployment insur- 
.inee benefits, part of a 
lightening in the program 
debated b.\ Parliament at 
the end of the old year. 

There Is a mixture of good 
news and bad in other fields 
subject In at least partial 
regulation by the govern¬ 
ment. 

Withdrawal of a federal 
subsidy on flour is partly 
responsible for a predicted 
jump in bread prices by 
seven to 111 cents for a stan¬ 
dard loaf formerly at 50 loOO 

cents. 

And butter goes up by five 
eenls a pound almost im¬ 
mediately. cheese by five to 
six cents a pound in Febru¬ 
ary because of new regula¬ 
tions governing factory milk 
prices. 

But a scheduled increase 
of about three cents on a 
gallon of healing oil and 
gasoline has been postponed 
to take effect Sept. I instead 
of March I.

The minimum wage in On¬ 
tario ri.ses Jan I to $2 an 
hour from $2.85. In (Quebec, 
it gtM‘s (0 $2.47 April I from 
$2.27. 

Here are some details of 
New Year tax and welfare 
changes: 

• Personal income lax; 
The annual adjustment of 
exemptions and graduated 
lax brackets to discount the 
impact of inflation is set at 
nine per cent for 1979. This 
will spread total estimated 
savings of about $I billion in 
the federal lax take and $410 
million in the provincial 
share among the country’s 
nine million taxpayers—an 
average break of $2.12 a 
week in take-home pay. 

In addition, the maximum 
employment expense deduc¬ 
tion—an amount every em¬ 
ployee may subtract from 
income before calculating 
taxes—is doubled to $500 
The deduction is three per 
cent of income, but no more 
than $500. a maximum that 
applies on annual incomes of 
$ 18,688 or mun- fhe gain 
ranges from about $1 to $2 
fur the 2.8 million who gel 
maximum benefit, less than 
that for another 2.4 million 
on lower incomes. 

But on the minus side, tax¬ 
payers with dependent chil¬ 
dren will lose by the aboli¬ 
tion of a tax reduction of $50 
a child. This means a tax 
increase of almotil $1 a week 
per child for families. 

In another wrinkle, a tax¬ 
payer with a child who turns 
16 in 1979 will lose out in both 
1979 and 1980 on a higher 
tax-exemption benefit pre¬ 
viously available for depen¬ 
dent children 16 or older. 
The higher deduction—$910 
compared with $500 for a 
younger child—is available 
only at 17 in the 1979 tax .year 
and at 18 in 1980 under 
changed rules. 

• Child tax credit: A new 
welfare benefit for people 
raising children, arranged 
through the tax system, pro¬ 
vides a lump payment of up 
to $200 a child in the first 
half of the year to mothers 
or fathers with castody. 

The applicant parent must 
have a social insurance 
number, apply on a form 
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Ottawa’s juggling policy of give-a-littie-take-a-little. 
will mean a difference of dollars a week for many 


being distributed with Janu¬ 
ary family allowance che¬ 
ques. and complete the pro¬ 
cess with annual tax returns 
due by the end of April. 

The full $200 (or each child 
under 18 years old goes to 
lower-income families and 
is reducM in higher income 
brackets. 

Thus. Ahe mother of one 
child gets the full payment 
when the family's total net 
income—annual income in 
1978 after deducting the $250 
employment-expense allow¬ 
ance, pension and unem¬ 
ployment premiums—was 
under $18,000. or between 
$258 and $270 gross pay 
weekly. 

Above that income range, 
the child payment Is redu^ 
by $5 for each additional 
$100 in net family income. 

There is no payment for 
one-child families with net 
annual income in 1978 of 
$22,000 or more, for two- 
child families at $26,000. 
three-children families at 
$30,000 and four-children fa¬ 
milies at $34,000 

• Family allowaiirrs: 
Monthly family allowance 
cheques paid to mothers of 
all children under 18 go 
down to $20 from the aver¬ 
age $25.68 a child in 1978 and 
the $27.99 originally sche¬ 
duled for 1979. 

The combined impact of 
the changes in family allow 
ances. the new child lax 
credit and the abolition of 
the $50-a-child lax reduction 
leaves the average taxpay¬ 
ing family a net gain of 
about $1 a week. 

That middle-income fam¬ 
ily loses $8 a child each 
month in family allowance, 
pays over $4 a child per 
month In additional tax. 
while gaining less than $17 a 
month in the new child cred 
it—a net gain of about $4.50 a 
month. 

The $20-a month family al¬ 
lowance, standard for eight 
provinces, varies by provin¬ 
cial option in Alberta and 
Quebec. 

Payments to Alberta 
mothers in 1979 range from 
$15.10 for a'child up to six 
years old up to $28 for chil¬ 
dren 16 or 17. 

In Quebec, where federal 
payments vary with age and 
number of children, the 
range goes from $12 for a 
first child up to II years old 
to $51.05 for a fourth and 
each additional child be¬ 
tween 12 and 17. 

In addition. Quebec pays 
its own family allowance 


ranging between $5.92 and 
$II.9t monthly from a first 
to a fourth child. Prince Ed¬ 
ward Islarfd pays an extra 
$10 a month for a fifth and 
each additional child in a 
family. 

• Pensions; Old-age se¬ 
curity. paid to Everyone 65 
or older and adjusted every 
three months in line with 
inflation, rises by $2.47 to 
$167.21 a month in January 
for the 2.121,000 recipients. 

The guaranteed income 
supplement, paid fully to 
3MI,000 pensioners with no 
other income and partially 
to 742,000 others, rises with 
inflation and ,by a special 
additional boost of $20 a 
month. This pushes the 
monthly maximum to 
$137.28 in January from 
$115.55 in December. 

Pensioners on the basic 
plus full supplement thus gel 
an increase of $24.20 a 
month to $304.49. A pen¬ 
sioned married couple on 
full supplement gel an in¬ 
crease of $28.02 to $.562.72 a 
month. 

The maximum monthly 
payment to a person 60 to 64 


who is married to a pension¬ 
er rises by $14.01 to $281.36 a 
month. 

• Canada Pension Plan; 
Inflation-adjusted benefits 
rise by nine cents on the 
dollar and maximum CPP 
premiums paid by all work 
ing Canadians go up by al 
most 14 rents on the dollar in 
New Year adjustments of 
the 13-year-old federal pen 
Sion program. Quebec has a 
separate but similar cun 
Iributory pension system. 

Monthly benefits for more 
than one million recipients 
vary widely according to 
when the beneficiary retired 
or whether they are family 
survivors of dead coniribu 
tors. But-the maximum 
payout lb a contributor who 
retires in 1979 is $218.08 a 
month and the munihiy pay¬ 
ment to pensioners who 
began collecting in 1978 gtws 
up to $211.94 from $191.11 a 
month 

Annual CPP premiums 
paid by persons still working 
vary by income up to a max¬ 
imum $285.20 in the New 
Year from $3.18 10 in 1978. 


.Seif-employed persons pay 
the full shot, employees pay 
half and their employees the 
rest. 

For employees getting 
$225 or more a week, and 
thus paying the CPP maxi¬ 
mum. paycheque deductions 
for CPP rise by $23 10 to 
$192.60 in 1979, an increase 
that averages about 45 rents 
a week through the year 

• Veterans; Disability 
pensions paid to more than 
121,000 war veterans rise 9.1 
per cent ill January in line 
with inflation. 

Monthly payments vary 
according to the extent of 
disability and family size 
The maximum for a fully 
disabled single veteran goes 
to $879 a month from $598. 
and fur a fully disabled 
married man with two chil¬ 
dren to $1.18)1 a month from 
$880 

War veterans’ allowances, 
which rise every three 
months in line with inflation, 
go up 1.5 per cent in Janu¬ 
ary. A married veteran, tor 
example, receives $517.17. 
up from $529.08 


• I'nemplayment insur¬ 
ance; Benefits and insur¬ 
ance premiums both dntp in 
the New Year. 

Benefits drop to a rate of 
$6 for every $10 of previous 
employed earnings from 
$8.86. At the same lime, 
maximum earnings covered 
by the insuranee plan rise to 
$285 from K40 a week. 

This means, for example, 
that a person who loses a 
$lb0-a-week job and quali¬ 
fies for unemployment bene¬ 
fit gels $60 a week less in¬ 
come tax. instead of $88.68. 
•Someone who had been 
earning $200 a week receives 
$120 instead of $133.32, A 
person who had been mak¬ 
ing the new maximum in¬ 
surable rate of $265 a week 
nr more would gel $159 in 
stead of $160. 

Among a series of lighten¬ 
ing up measures, bc-ginning 
April I, a person who has 
already drawn unemplny- 
menl benefits for 15 weeks 
or more during the year pre¬ 
ceding a second claim must 
have been back at work for 
at least an e<|ual length of 
lime before qualifying for 
more benefits 


Premiums deducted from 
paycheques lor unemploy 
ment insurance drop to a 
rale of $1.35 for every $100 of 
earnings instead of $1.50 
This means a weekly deduc 
lion of $2.70 instead of $2 lor 
someone making $200 a 
week. 

The contribution by the 
employer declines to $1 89 
from $2.10 for every $I(KI on 
^e payroll. 

Because the maximum 
earnings covered rises to 
$285 from $210. there will Ih- 
liltle change in deductions 
from payslips of $285 or 
mori'—$3..i8 a week instead 
of $3.80. 

• Health Care; No in 
creases in premiumvtor 
health and hospital iWsur 
ante are scheduled in the 
provinces that still collect 
them—Ontario. Alberta and 
British Columbia. The 
others coser costs through 
general lax systems and fed 
eral contributions. 

In Ontario, doctors gel a 
8.6-per-cenl increase in lini- 
w ith a new schedule of bene 
fits governing lees paid bv 
the provincial authority

TKRONTt) (I'I'I) — On 
tario liydni officials said 
on Wednesday that they did 
not intend to repair a pinhole 
leak eausinp about one gal 
Ion per hour ot radioactixe 
heaxy water to trickle into 
Lake Ontario from the Pick¬ 
ering Nuch-ar Generating 
Plant 

There is no danger what 
soexer to the staff, to the 
piililie or to the enxiroii 
menl." said feeil Morris, a 
Hydro piiblie relations off! 
cer 

The leak, discoxered Kri- 
day. was in one of 2..>uo half- 


inch pipes carrying heavy 
water from the reactor's 
cooling unit. Station man¬ 
ager Kevin Keane said it 
would be tiHi small to pin¬ 
point even if the unit were 
taken nut of operation. 

Keane said the water was 
within radiation release 
limits .set by the Atomic Kn- 
ergy Control Hoard. He said 
the leak was b<-ing moni¬ 
tored hourly by station staff 
and has slabili/.ed at about 
one gallon per hour. 

The net effect loi the lake. 
Morris said, is "like some 
one spitting into .Niagara 
Kails. ■■

Quiet hike for fuel 
lurks in New Year 


OTTAWA (CP) — Con¬ 
sumers could be facing an 
increase of. about seven- 
tenths of a cent a gallon in 
gasoline and home heating 
oil prices by New Year's 
Day. energy department of¬ 
ficials satd Wednesday. 

Oil companies will be per¬ 
mitted to Immediately pass 
on an increase resulting 
from a rise in a special fed¬ 
eral surcharge on crude oil 
that goes into effect Jan. I. 

But whether they do will 
depend on competitive con¬ 
ditions among the firms in 
local markets. Where com¬ 
petition for business is stiff, 
especially in urban areas, 
the companies may not be 
able to collect the higher 
price, the officials say. 

The federal cabinet gave 
approval last week to a 230- 
per-cenl increase in the sur¬ 
charge. raising it from 10 
cents a barrel to 33 cents a 
barrel. 

The decision, made quiet 
ly without formal announce 
ment. followed by only- 
weeks federal agr(“ement 
with Alberta to postpone a 
scheduled Jan. I increase of 
$I a barrel in crude oil 
prices The increase, now- 
scheduled for July I. will 
add three cents to a gallon of 
ga.soline and home-heating 
oil. 

The surcharge, first im- 
po.sed last June, covers all 
crude oil used in Canada, 
whether produced domesti¬ 
cally or Imported from the 
world market. 

It Is u-sed to help pay world 
prices to producers for oil 


produced from the oil sands 
in Alberta. The payments 
cover the difference be¬ 
tween the domestic price of 
StJ-J-S a barrel and the world 
price of about $1(1. 

Offer of world prices for 
such production first came 
in 197.1 as part of govern¬ 
ment efforts to keep the 
Syncrude Canada Ltd. plant 
from financial collapse. 


Promoters of (he plant said 
(he high cost of construction 
meant they needed world 
prices to make it economic¬ 
ally worthwhile to go ahead 
with the project. 

Since then, the govern¬ 
ment has said it will offer 
world prices to any new 
plants as an incentive to get 
more production from the 
sands.

Claims of the deaths were 
in a petition in the Brunei 
government, the I'niled Na¬ 
tions and the I'.S. repre 
sentalive in Brunei.

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Watershed battle among most bitter of the year

One of 1978’s bitterest 
'IruKJtles on Vancouver Is¬ 
land was the fight btdween 
conservationists and the log¬ 
ging industry fur control of 
the Tsitika watershed, the 
last great virgin watershed 
on the eastern island. 

In recent years, it looked 
as if (he watershed would be 
set aside as a park or re¬ 
serve. 

In 1972, the entire Tsitika 
drainage was proposed for 
ecological reserve status. 
Proposals to set it aside 
w ere made over the years by 
conservationists, including 
the late Ro^rick Haig- 
Brown ” 

Despite bitter fighting, the 
two volume plan for logging 
most of the watershed i.s'now 
Iwlieted by many, including 
consersationists and logging 
bosses, to be a breakthrough 
in the art of re.source man¬ 
agement in B.C. 

However, the strongest 
broadside against the log¬ 
ging plan came about two 
months ago from United 
Kishernu'n and Allied Work¬ 
ers Union representative 
.Scotty Neish. who was on the 
committiT that drew up the 
plan. 

Neish said the plan was a 
sell-out to the forest indus¬ 
try. and would result in 
ruined fisheries and wildlife 
resources. 

The UKAWU said it would 
submit a minority report. 

The plan states that 
most—about W) per cent— 
of the 97.576-acre watershed 
will be clear-cut over the 
next 60 to 80 years by private 
logging companies. 

The committee that ham 
mcred out the two volume 
logging plan. Including ref¬ 
erence maps, had public, 
trade union, industry and 
government representa 
tives. 

Experts on engineering, 
ecosystems. silviculture, 
soil, hydrology, recreation, 
wildlife and Hsheries were 
consulted. 

However, one criticism of 
the planning process this 
year was that it took about 
six months before a public 
representative was named 
to the planning committee. 

The representative, Ed 
Mankelow of Chemainus, at¬ 


tended meetings in Vancou¬ 
ver at his own expense and 
during working hours 

Mankelow said in an inter¬ 
view he was disappointed 
that the plan would not set a 
precedent for other logging 
projects. 

Mankelow said the plan 
didn't go far enough to pro¬ 
tect fisheries and wHdlife. 
He said it could possibly be 
applied successfully in other 
areas of the province, but he 
expressed concern for the 
watershed’s sensitive eco- 
.systems. 

The plan attempts to apply 
a major clause in this year's 
Ministry of Forests Act: 

To plan the use of the 
forest and range resources 
of the Crown, so that the pm- 
duclion nf limber and for- 
ape. the harve.st/ng of Um¬ 
ber. the grazing of i/vestock 
and the realization of fi¬ 
sheries. wildlife, water, out¬ 
door recreation and other 
natural resource values arc 
co-ordinated and integrated. 
in consultation and co-op- 
ergtion with other ministries 
and agencies of the Cmwn 
and with the private .sec¬ 
tor.. . 

B.C. chief forester Bill 
Young said recently in an 
interview that the plan at¬ 
tempted to resolve conflict¬ 
ing viewpoints into a work¬ 
able package. 

Under the plan's terms nf 
reference. Young said, it 
"had to produce a viable 
harvesting opportunity and 
adequate protection for 
wildlife and fisheries re- 
snurces-there were some 
integrated management 
principles there they had to 
address. 

"In implementing the 
plan, with -the foilow-up 
committee, is wjiere the teal 
benefits or disbenefiLs will 
take place. 

"As a ministry we have 
committed ourselves to the 
plan and implementing it 
over the years." 

Although the public re¬ 
view prot'ess built into the 
plan won't necessarily be 
applied throughout the prov¬ 
ince. it's a big step for B.C.. 
where until just a few years 
ago logging was usually a 
job in which forest com¬ 
panies ripped out the trees 
and said 'tough' to every¬ 
thing else. 

As Jean Sorensen and 


D.M. Trew have pointed out 
in ForesTa/k, the provincial 
government’s forestry 
magazine, it was only 30 
years ago that the B.C. 
Forest Service adopted the 
principles of sustained yield 
forestry. 

Probably the most impor¬ 
tant feature of the Tsitika 
plan is its proposed follow¬ 
up committee to monitor the 
watershed's future and im¬ 
plement the plan. 

The Tsitika's forest lands 
are capable of maintaining a 
.sustained yield of about 82. 
OtW (units of commercial 
limber a year.

Carol Skinm-r told the 
Colonist: "The first reaction 
we ROl from Mair was one of 
cordiality.

OH'nt. 

"We (CEPS) did Ret a 
commitment from Mair that 


he will make the Cowichan 
Estuary Task Korce Rep<irt 
public before any fiqal de¬ 
cision is made on Ihe es¬ 
tuary by ELCC (Environ¬ 
ment and Land I'se 
committee). 

We pointix) out to th«' min- 
i.ster Ihat one area in the 
report favors limited indus¬ 
try in Ihe estuary. We told 
Mair. there is no such thing 
as limited industry. 

"If increased industry is 
allowed it would n-quire a 
^reat deal of infilling, which 
Would necessitate in mil¬ 
lions of dollars of Ihe tax¬ 
payers miMH'y being used to 
combat consequent flood 
level problems. 

".Mair .said he could mg 
make any firm commitment 
on Ihe future of Ihe esiuary 
until Ihe task force report 
was finalis'd." 

The estuary VH-iely's 
brief thanked Ihe minister 
for being Ihe first minister 
to me4‘l with IlH-m and said 


"the social credit govern 
meni have inheriliKl the 
mistake of Ihe JsDP gov¬ 
ernment which allowed fur¬ 
ther industrial development 
in Ihe esiuary ." 

It said, Ihedeveiopmenl. a 
compromise, was to be a r<‘- 
placement mill, with spc-cif 
ic guidelines to bt* foilowi-d 
"The present mill operation. 
Unmans, far exceeds in sire 
and board fool production 
that of the former mill. 
Slegg Bros. 

“The guidelines are not 
being upheld or enfo'rced as 
set down in agreement with 
Unmans. 

"We feel Ihe estuary 
should be a multi-u.se area 
and a public resource and 
everyone should be able to 
reap the benefits of what is 
provided. 

"Further degradation 
from the forest industry, al 
ready al its peak, will slop 
an upcoming tourist indus¬ 
try from growing in this 
area. 


"An industry which em¬ 
ploys ptMtple—residents and 
tourists who are looking for 
recreation and relaxation 
will not find it in an area 
visually and audibily pollut¬ 
ed by industry. 

"Communities which rely 
on one industry for their 
economy widom survive 
when Ihat industry goes into 
a decline or moves out en¬ 
tirely. 

"Our .society (CEPS) is 
not asking for (he removal 
of all industries from Ihe 
estuary but for an upgrading 
of their operations and pmp^ 
er law enforcement of their 
activities in regard to any 
possible degradation of the 
esluary. 

"Continuing negotiations 
with industry in the estuary- 
are a sham in our view as 
Daman's is still operating as 
he wishes after months of 
negotiations. 

“Daman Industries have 
failed to line up to originM 
agreements. For example. 


hog luel storage, log storage 
(200 acres instead of 20) and 
site clean up. 

"If limited industrial 
growth is allowed other in¬ 
dustries can and will claim 

f irejudice if they are nut al- 
owed to develop on forest 
related industrial aoned 
land. As an example Island 
.Shake and .Shingle versus 
Ihe North Cowichan munici¬ 
pality. 

"To allow massive dredg¬ 
ing in the estuary would de¬ 
stroy much of the salmonid 
enhancement being done on 
Ihe Cowichan River. " 

Other points stressed in 
the brief were: 

"A faster flowing river 
will wipe out many hours of 
volunteer labor. 

"Dredging will open up In¬ 
dian land for development. 
As this area is not covered 
by any zoning restrictions 
there will be no regulations 
as to what development 
lakes place on (he banks of 
Ihe river.

Bird society Hays 
gun permit abuse 


DUNCAN — The Cnwi 
chan Bird Society and con 
cerned citizens of the Cowi¬ 
chan Valley have protested 
(he abuse of p<>rmits issued 
by North Cowichan munici 
palily for the discharge of 
firearms. 

Society president John 
Comer said in a letter to 
council that (hr bylaw to 
control the discharge of fire 
arms was designed to pre 
vent accidenLs due to the 
discharge of firearms in 
spec ific areas of the munici 
palily. 

Hr said Somenos I.ake and 
marsh were among Ihe 
areas closed for safely- fac¬ 
tors as they relate to Ihe 
lake and marshes, “with 
their increasing recreation 
al appeal—fishing, boating 
and nature study programs, 
including that of Im-al 
schcHils ' 

Comer said there had also 
been an inv-rease in lakeside 
housing development includ 
ing Ihe proximity of the 
Forest Museum and Ihe Is 
land Highway . 

"Despite the considerable 
lapse since Ihe closure came 
into effect, many- concerned 
citizens complain that -me or 
two lakeside properly 
owners with municipal per¬ 
mits hunt waterfowl where 
crop proiev-iion is not a fac¬ 
tor. " he said 

"Members of Ihe bird so¬ 
ciety with farm crop experi¬ 
ence and considerable ex¬ 
pertise in waterfowl feeding 
habits have investigated one 
shooting site. It was found 
that shooting had occurrc'd 
in a flooded area where 
water rarely, if ever, be 
came low- enough for Ihe 
siirface-fec-ding ducks in 
question to reach ground. " 

Comer said his sw-iely 
was aware that Ihe RC'MI’ 
and "our one and only " con 
servalion officer were hard 
pressed to cope with heavy 
work loads. But Ihe conlln 
ued issuance of p«-rmils, 
especially when they were 
"open to a variety- of inter¬ 
pretations and misuse" 
could only compound exist 


ing problems of law enforce¬ 
ment 

He suggested that the per¬ 
mit b»' altered, requiring fu¬ 
ture applicants to supply in 
formation on "the nature of 
Ihe crop, or Ihe type of live- 
slov-k in need of protection 
and Ihe types of predation 
involved ' 

"Because of the variety 
and nature of animals and 
birds involved, and because 
Ihe conservation officer is, 
in most cijscs,. called to in- 
vestigaTe 'infractions. W 
should be, advised of Ihe 
names and address*‘s of per¬ 
mit holders and Ihe nature 
of permits issued. " 

He said if these features 
were in Ihe permit ihey 
wouid reduce misuse and 
improve liason between 
municipality and law en 
forcemeni officers 

Council referred Ihe mat¬ 
ter to its animal committee 
for consideration 

Meanwhile, council re 
ferred back Id its technical 
planning committee a 10- 
signalure petition from resi¬ 
dents protesting Ihe pro¬

".-\s taxpayers of this 
area, we c(Oisider the iraffii 
and pedesirain safely on our 
roads one of the prime con 
eerns of our elected repre 
sentatives.

".Surely safely- conditions, 
as well as zoning bylaws, 
should have equal bearing 
on the ultimate decisions 
concerning building permits 
issued to dev elopers ' 

Aid. Graham Bruce said 
Ihe mailer had previously 
been discussed al a lechni 
cal planning imrting. This 
was "within Ihe zoning and 
nothing can be done by 
council." 

Aid Dennis Hogan agreed 
with Ihe residents' com 
plaints that the “access was 
hazardous. " He said there 
was room for widening of 
(he intersei-tion.

The m-w B.C. Human Rights Commission expects to 
come out of the closet early in the new .year with 
proposals and committee refiorls for a brave new start. 

It's a year since the first commission was dissolved, and 
theme was a nine-month vacuum until Labor Minister Allan 
Williams made new appointments in August. 

A P<)S,SIBILrn" of affirmative action recommenda¬ 
tions. abolition of mandatory- retirement ages, more educa 
lion and human rights publicity to bring greater awareness 
of human rights an al the top of the action list in th^’icw of 
the new chairman. Margaret Strongilharm. 

"There is a great understanding on Ihe part of women of 
their rights, and (hey have had the courage to go forward 
with di.scriniinatinn complaints." she said in an inlen iew. 

"That has come abwt because of publicity- and con- 
.sciousness-raising. I would like to see that awareness of 
rights extended to other segments of the population, includ¬ 
ing children.” 

Commission members arc working on various commit¬ 
tees and they are expected to report back early in Ihe 
new year. Those reports will form a basis for future action 
bv Ihe committee. 

WHEN THE MINISTER first approached Strongilharm 
to lake the cha^anship of Ihe commission, she was sur¬ 
prised. and inclimKl to turn the offer down. 

“But I gathered all Ihe material I could on human rights 
work in other provinces and countries and went through it 
and I decided the job was worth a try-. 

“Caring about people is what human rights are all ahoul 
and I thought that I have some experience in the practical 
application of that. " 

Her practical cx)ierience. and probably her first inter¬ 
est in people, really began about 25 years ago in Van¬ 
couver when she worked as a public health nurse. 

"I worked Jn the very deprived areas of the east end and 
the south." .she recalled. 

She pul in time with Ihe Victorian Order of Nurses, 
working in Richmond and Nanaimo. 


ABOUT 10 YEARS ago she became interested in setting 
up a homemaker serv ice in Nanaimo, and still later, looking 
at the problems of single parents, she helped set up a 
day-care program 

.Mrongitharm. whose family of four is grown, is in¬ 
volved with Ihe Canadian Federation of University Women, 
and has long had an interest in status of women groups. 
She's has also been interested in working with handicapped 
people, and is a member of boTh provincial and federal 
boards of Ihe Multiple Sclerosis .Society. 

For three years she's been a trustee on Ihe Nanaimo 
school board, a position she retains. 

the; 12 people; on Ihe new commission started mat¬ 
ing in .Septembe-r. and have spent the intervening period 
getting to know eaCh other, and working on their commit¬ 
tees. 

One committee is study ing mandatory- retirement, .said 
.Strongilharm. 

.She noted Ihat there has been a great deal of discussion 
lately about compulsory retirement at an arbitrarily-set 
age. ".Some people may want to go at 50. but others may- 
want to remain on and still be capable, efficient and 
effective at 90," she said. "1 think we arc losing some very- 
capable people by forcing (hem into a rocking chair at 65. 
There is no earthly reason why a person who is an 
able worker at 64 years and 364 days, is over Ihe hill the next 
day.” 

.Strongilharm .sets great store on education. "I think Ihat 
an awful lot of discrimination is btH-ause of bigotry- 
based on fear of the unknown. If someone looks « little 
different.-; then people are afraid of them. We have 
to educate people to understand others as human beings. 

"In the meanwhile we may- not gel rid of prejudices, but 
hopefully we will be able to stop (he expression of those 
prejudices. " 

THE COMMISSION'S legislative commillee is looking 
at existing laws, and will report bark with suggested 
changes which might strengthen Ihe human rights code. 

She said the commission will continue to push class 


actions as cases arise, but she said Ihe Iqng-slanding 
dispute between Super-Valu and its female employees over 
wages and promotion policies is in limbo. 

"As far as I know- there has bc'cn some rt'solulion of 
Ihat. and we will reopen it only if we have a new com¬ 
plaint Ihat we feed we should push." 

One committee is studying affirmative action programs 
in other places—notably in Ihe United .Slates—and will 
report back on the advantages and pitfalls with a view to 
recommending a program for B.C. 

(An affirmative action program usually offers incen¬ 
tives to companies where conscious efforts are made to 
promote women or minority group members until Ihere is 
some sort of balance of such groups in the usual manage- 
menl membership of while males.) 

INVE;.STIGATI0N of the rights of children will also be 
high on the list of things for Ihe commission to do. .she 
said, especially with 1979 hav ing bc-en declared the Year of 
Ihe Child. 

E'or instance, she said, a handicappvsi child should be 
able to go Into the public school system without diffi¬ 
culty—a concept which might lead to recommendations that 
schools be forced to erect buildings that such children could 
get around in. 

Children have a right to have understanding parent' 
said Strongilharm. although there is the difficulty of e 
forcing such an intangible, although family- life programs 
school dealing with parenting skills could'be a help. 

Strongilharm said all commission members are deter¬ 
mined to be a strong, working commission. "I don't 
think we will feel ourselves handicapped by the fact that we 
are appointed by (he minister, although that has been 
mentioned as.a possible problem. 

"I think we are all interested enough in human rights 
Ihat if we find a minister who does not appear to 
share Ihat interest, and who dot's not art when it seems 
neces.sary. we will be prepared to crilirize the minis- 
lei^publicly if necessary."

They shouted 
"Carter" is a cheat" and 
hurled eggs and mud at the 
Americans.

Jury clears man of wife-rape 


.SALEM. Ore. (AP) — 
John Rideout, whose wife 
accused him of rape under a 
new slate law which did 
away with marriage as a 
defence, was found nut 
guilty Wednesday by a jury 
of eight women and four 
men. 

"I'm so nervous I can't 
say anything but that I'm 
happy." Rideout. 21. said 
after the jury returned its 
unanimous verdict "I'm 


just going home and going 
back to work." 

Rideout is reported to b<' 
the first man prosecuted on 
a charge of raping his wife 
while they lived together. 

Asked his feeling about his 
wife. Greta, he said: "both 
of us have been hurt pretty 
deeply.” 

Mrs. Rideout was not 
available for comment. 
Nancy Burch, director of he 
Salem Women's Crisis 
Centre, which has coun¬ 


selled and supported Mrs. 
Hideout, said she was "ler- 
rifically saddened by the 
verdict and concerned about 
the future of women who 
have to live with marital 
violence daily." 

Judge Richard Barber had 
told the jury earlier: “You 
are instructed that in the 
state of Oregon the exis¬ 
tence of a marriage contract 
ts no defence to the crime of 
rape in the first degree. " 

The prosecution urged the 


jurors t{> set aside personali¬ 
ties and see that the evi¬ 
dence supports the charge 
agaiifkt John Rideout. Dis¬ 
trict AKhrney Gary Gort- 
maker said such cases too 
often end up as "suicide or 
homicide.” 

Defence lawyer Charles 
Burt reminded the jury of 
testimony that the night be¬ 
fore the alleged crime Mrs. 
Rideout. 23. told her hus¬ 
band she knew Oregon had a 


law against husbands raping 
wives. 

"That cannot be coinci¬ 
dence." Burt said in his 30- 
minute statenent. "This 
young woman had it in her 
mind that this was the way 
out and she took it.” 

He said the marriage had 
been marrt'd by sexual 
problems from thh start, 
and said: "You have to con¬ 
sider that these two people 
are married.”

Hospital. 

James Pattullo had been 
in poor eonditkm since his 
removal from the pavilion to 
the Victoria General bums 
unit. 

Pavilion employees, say¬ 
ing they were disobeying the 
oiders of superiors at Jubi¬ 
lee in disclosing details, told 
the Colonist Friday that 
Pattullo had apparently set 
his clothing afire acciden¬ 
tally while smoking in a 
w ashroom. They said he was 
rescued by an orderly who 
noticed smoke. 

One employee in particu¬ 
lar said the reason for tell¬ 
ing the story was to empha¬ 
size the effect provincial 
government budget re¬ 
straints were having on 
staffing and hospital care. 
Her story, verified by 
others, followed by a matter 
of weeks an advertising 
campaign by the Jubilee 
medical staff to tell the pub 
lie about what it considered 
deterioration of health 
care. 

The Jl.sUU-member Hospi 
tal Kmplo.vees' t'nion 
warned that the problem 
was province-wide and that 
hospitals in general were 
forecasting a lO-per-cent 
staff cut to stay under the 
five-per-cent ceiling Health 
Minister Robert McClelland 
set on budget increases this 
year. .Some hospitals might 
revolt against the restric¬ 
tion. the union said. 

Pavilion emplo.vees said 
the shrinking of staff there 
had come about through fail¬ 
ure to replace employees

One employee noted that 
Pattullo was burned at mid¬ 
day when there was more 
staff on duty. Had the acci¬ 
dent (K'curr^ late at night, 
when there were sometimes 
only two employees in a 
ward housing war veterans 
and other long-term pa¬ 
tients. it might have gone 
undetected for some time, 
the employee said. 

Michael Fraser, associate 
director of Jubilee, said 
staffing of the former veter¬ 
ans' hospital was in-keeping 
with the standards set fur 
extended-care units in the 
provmce. Long-term pa¬ 
tients did not require as 
much personal care, he 
said.

Saanich study points to deficiencies < 

No police supervisors 
during crucial hours

The .Saanich police de¬ 
partment operates without 
management personnel dur¬ 
ing hours when demands for 
police services are- at their 
peak, according to a B C. 
Police Commission study re¬ 
leased Wednesday. 

The study was commis¬ 
sioned by the police board to 
determine the force’s super¬ 
visory-employee ratio. 

It was found that no man¬ 
agement people worked be¬ 
tween S p.m. and 8 a.m. or 
S2.i per cent of the time. 


The IlS-member .Saanich 
force includes 21 municipal 
ei^loyees. 

Tne patrol section oper¬ 
ates on a 12-hour, four pla¬ 
toon sy.stem with each pla¬ 
toon comprising a .sergeant, 
corporal. IS constables and 
a municipal employee work¬ 
ing on communications. Two 
inspectors are in charge of 
the overall operation, both 


working from 8 a.m. to. 4 
p.m. 

There arc H persons in the 
department’s administra¬ 
tion which is superv ised by- 
deputy chief Rick Avison. 

The report concludes that 
there cannot be a specific 
"ideal” ratio because of 
various factors including the 
needs and demands of a par¬ 
ticular area, varying hours 


of pc-ak demand, crime and 
case loads. 

The ratio must be exa¬ 
mined after needs and goals 
of the department are iden¬ 
tified, the n’port says. 

It is recommended the 
board take steps to establish 
such over all goals and ob¬ 
jectives to ensure resources 
are being used effectively .

Dealer fined $1,000 
for not telling all

Speedway Vtotors Ltd. 
was convicted in Victoria 
provincial court Wednesday 
of a deceptive practice 
under the 'Trade Practices 
Art and was fined $1,000 by 
Judge Harold Alder. 

The car dealership, at 971 
Yales, was charged in con¬ 
nection with a 197S Volkswa¬ 
gen Rabbit sold Feb. 20. 
1977, to John I,aw-ford. 306 
Bessborough. as a demon¬ 
strator model after it had 
becui involved in a serious 
accident Aug. 17, 1973. 

In handing down his judg¬ 
ment. Alder said it was a 
long and difficult ca.se. He 
said the Trade Practices Act 
had been enacted for rases 
in which actual fraud had 
not been committed but 
where there had been some 
loss caused. 

However. Alder said, the 
art was quite broad and not 
fully defined. In this case, he 
said, the Legislature had 
said that if certain things 
were done, or in fact not 
done, then the consumer 
might have suffered some 
loss and be entitled to .some 
remedy. The act also gave 
the crown the right to pursue 
the matter through criminal 
prosecution. Alder noted. 

■Section 2 of the act. Alder 
.said, stated that any disclo¬ 
sure "or non-disclosure, be¬ 
fore. during or after” the 
transaction could be brought 
into account. 

Aldt'r .said the evidence in¬ 
dicated Lawford knew- the 
vehicle was a "demo" and 
that it was a used vehi¬ 
cle. 


Had Law-ford come right 
out and asked if the car was 
in an accident and the an¬ 
swer came out "no.'' then 
there would have been no 
problem in deciding the 
case, he said. 

The judge said the particu¬ 
lar vehicle involved was re¬ 
paired in the dealership's 
own shop and the fact that it 
had been in an accident 
should have been general 
knowledge. 

He ruled that general 
sales manager Roy Pass- 
more. as chief employee of 
the company, had knowl¬ 
edge of the fact, and that the 
company was therefore 
guilty. 

Crow n counsel Dun 
Laughton made an applica¬ 
tion that Passmore also be 
found guilty of participating 
in a deceptive practice 
under Section 23. Subsection 
t, of the act. which states 
that if a corporation is found 
guilty of a charge, every 
director or officer can be- 
found guilty personally or 
anyone w ho authorized, per¬ 
mitted or acquiesced can 
also be found guilty. 

Alder denied the applica¬ 
tion and agreed with defence 
lawyer Michael Hutchison 
that if the crown wanted to 
lay a charge against Pass- 
more. it should do so. But. 
Hutchison argued. Pass- 
more IM the right to a de¬ 
fence and no person in this 
country could be convicted 
without the right to a trial. 

In his summation. Hutchi¬ 
son said the legislation pro¬ 


vided for two avenues of 
remedy, civil and 
quasi-criminal. By- proceed¬ 
ing by- the second method. hc‘ 
said, the consumer was left 
with no relief in this rase 
and he charged that the 
crown had. in effect, aban¬ 
doned the consumer. 

Hutchison alv> questioned 
the motive of the provincial 
(onsumer affairs branch, 
which laid the charge and 
accused Laughton of 
"grandstanding" by em¬ 
barking on a price compari¬ 
son between .Spredway 
Motors and Douglas Volks¬ 
wagen on Nov. 22. Hutchison 
noted that the prices of only- 
four vehicles were referred 
to. without any- consider¬ 
ation for such factors as 
mileage. 

He also noted that the act 
gave no definition of a dem¬ 
onstrator and that no such 
definition came out until 
June of last .year, after this 
case had been opened, and 
then a circular was sent 
out stating that the defini¬ 
tions were not legally bind¬ 
ing. 

In this case. Hutchison 
said, the occurrence was one 
of non-disclosurc. but there 
was no intent by .Speedway 
to conceal any facts. 

He said the damage al¬ 
ready done by publicity of 
the case could never be re¬ 
covered. 

Before announcing the 
amount of the fine. Alder 
said he noted the company's 
"longstanding giHid standing 
in this city." 


The 21-pagc report recom¬ 
mended: 

• Inspectors be a.ssigned 
to the four platoons to en¬ 
sure management supervi¬ 
sion around the clock, to 
improve co-ordination of the 
department’s goals and to 
provide better communica¬ 
tion between management 
and employees. 

• Establishment of a zone 
policing system in Saanich. 
This would divide the muni- 

Fcipality into zones, with offi¬ 
cers given the responsibility 
for police .service in each 
area. 

• Restructuring of the in¬ 
vestigation branch. 

The branch’s complement 
of 23—an inspector, one 
staff sergeant, eight ser¬ 
geants, six corporals, half a 
dozen constables and a 
municipal employee—has 
far more senior supervisory 
ranks than other depart¬ 
ments of comparable size, 
the report notes. 

Chairman Ma.vor Mel 
Couvelier said the board 
would study- the report and 
any recommendations the 
chief nr the union might. 
have at the January meet¬ 
ing. 

The study, he said, did not 
lake into account the four 
new- supervisory- positions 
created in the contract rati¬ 
fied last week. 

"We have ensured there 
will be a senior officer in 
charge of each platoon." he 
said. 

The report dearly demon, 
slratc-d there were hours of 
the day when there was too 
much supervision and other 
limes w hen this was lacking, 
he said. 

Earlier this year the asso¬ 
ciation asked for a joint 
study of superv isory- ratios, 
particularly in the patrol di¬ 
vision, after claims by their 
president that the depart¬ 
ment was deficient in super¬ 
visors. 

That statement was later 
modified by- the association. 
Couvelier said in an inter¬ 
view Wednesday. 

The study looked at ratios 
existing in municipal police 
departments at Della. New 
Westminsler and West Van¬ 
couver. as well as the Surrey- 
and Richmond RCMP de¬ 
tachments. 


issued with clubs 


There has been a marked increase 
recently in attacks on police officers 
by people armed with knives and bro¬ 
ken bottles, but Victoria police offi¬ 
cers will soon be able to hit back. 

With a wooden stick. 26 inches long 
and about two inches thick. 

The Victoria Police Board Wednes¬ 
day authorized the issuance of the 
26-'inch batons to the city's patrol 
force. 

Chief Constable J.F. Gregory re¬ 
ferred to the batons as “non-lethal. 
defensive pieces of equipment" that 
would give police officers a chance to 
defend themselves against attacks 
with knives and broken bottles without 
having to use their guns. 

Gregory said the men needed "an 


intermediary weapon" to combat the 
rising incidence of armed attack. 

"The gun is the last resort. It 
should only- be used in extreme cir¬ 
cumstances," he .said. 

About 90 officers will be equipped 
with the batons. Whenever an officer 
leaves his patrol car, he’ll slip the 
baton into a ring which is fastened to 
his belt. 

"It’s not a weapon. It’s a non-lethal. 
defensive piece of equipment." Gre¬ 
gory said. 

Four Victoria police sergeants 
were sent to the \'ancouver Police 
Academy recently to b«‘ instructed in 
the use of the batons. They in turn 
have instructed all the men in their 
platoons. 


Fire survivors seek 


shelter, clothing aid

The death toll in Satur¬ 
day’s Port Renfrew- house 
fire might have been nine 
instead of five had it not 
been for an afterthought of 
Arthur Jones, chief of the 
Pachena Indian Band. 

"1 was in the Williams 
house next door (scene of 
the fatal fire) Friday- night 
and when I was leaving to do 
some last-minute Christmas 
shopping I had a thought. I 
said to some of them: ’Why 
don’t you come over to our 
place and watch some color 
TV and spend the night’." 
Jones recalled Wednesday 
as he continued efforts to 
find new clothing and living 
quarters for the survivors. 

His invitation was accept¬ 
ed by Bill and Sophie Pat. 
who brought along their- 
grandchildren. Gaylene, 7, 
and Carlenc. 18 months. 

Also surviving the blaze 
that killed Rosetta Williams. 
22. and her sons. David 
Jones. 7. Norman Jones. 3. 
William Williams, 3. and 
Walter Williams. 2. were 
Mrs. Williams’ husband. 
Bill. Margo Charlie. 2t. and 


Willard Pat. believed in his 
twenties. 

Bill Williams ran next 
door to phone the fire de¬ 
partment and was unable to 
re-enter tbe burning house. 
Margo Charlie and Willard 
Pat were not home at the 
time. 

"If I hadn't asked those 
people to stay at my place it 
would have been a much 
bigger toll," Jones .said. 

The fire in the thrie-bed- 
room, one-floor frame house 
on the Gordon River Re¬ 
serve was discoverd about 
3:43 a.m. Saturday. 

The same family lost an¬ 
other home several years 
ago to fire, but- all escaped 
with their lives on that occa¬ 
sion. Jones said. He said 
both fires were the type of 
accidents beyond the control 
of those involved. 

"As a result of what has 
happened here we are going 
to tell (federal) Indian Af¬ 
fairs that we think all houses 
built on reservations should 
be built with Gyprot- inside 
instead of fa/tcy panelling. " 
Jones said. "The Gyroc 
doesn’t burn, but that fancy 
ranch panelling can leave 
you with a firetrap." 


Jones said there might be 
a problem, since the min- 
istry didn't dictate what ma¬ 
terials were to be used in 
such construction. 

"Indian Affairs just sup 
plies the money to build. Rut 
I think any recommendation 
they might make to builders 
might have some effect. " 

Jones said he has started a 
BUI Williams fund (named 
after the dead woman's hus 
band) to help raise money 
for funeral expenses and a 
fresh start in life lor the 
survivors of the fire. 

"These pv'ople right now 
have no clothing and no 
home." he said of Williams, 
the Pats. Margo Charlie and 
her children. 

The band didn't like rely¬ 
ing on "outside" help, but 
was limited in what it could 
do. he said. The expenses 
would include a funeral and 
burial serv ice In be held on 
the reserve at It a m. Fri 
day. 

.iones said that by Wed¬ 
nesday night there had been 
three offers of help from 
outside the reserve, one of 
them a $IIHI donation from 
an individual. 


Tsitika breakthrough: It looks good—will it work?

O NE OF 1978’s bitterest struggles 
on Vancouver Island was the fight 
between conservationists and the log¬ 
ging industry- for control of the Tsitika 
watershed, (he last great virgin water- 
sited on the eastern Island. 

In recent years, it looked as If the 
watershed would be sej^aside as a park 
or reserve. 

In 1972. the entire Tsitika drainage 
was proposed for ecological reserve 
status. Proposals to set it aside were 
made over the years by conservation¬ 
ists. Including the late Roderick Haig- 
Brown. 

Despite bitter Dghling. (he two-vol¬ 
ume plan for logging most of the 
watershed Is now t^lieved by many, 
including conservationists and logging 
bos.ses. to be a breakthrough in the art 
of resource management in B.C. 

However, the strongest broadside 
against the logging plan came about 
two months ago from United Fisher¬ 
men and Allied Workers Union repre¬ 


sentative Scotty- Neish. who was on the 
ctmmittee that drew it up. 

Neish said the plan was a sellout to 
(he forest industry-, and would result in 
ruined fisheries and wildlife re- 
.sources. 

The UFAWU said it would submit a 
minority report. 

T he plan states that most—about 
60 per cent— of the 97,376-acre 
watershed will be clear-cut over the 
next 60 to 80 years by private logging 
companies. 

The committee that hammered out 
the two-volume logging plan, including 
reference maps, had public, trade 
union, industry- and government repre¬ 
sentatives. 

Experts on engineering, ecosys¬ 
tems, silviculture, soil, hydrology, rec¬ 
reation. wildlife and fisheries were 
consulted. 

However, one criticism of the plan¬ 
ning process this .vear was that it took 
about six months before a public- 
representative was named to the plan¬ 
ning committee. 


The representative, Ed Mankelow of 
Chemalnus. attended meetings in Van¬ 
couver at his own expense and during 
working hours. 

Mankelow said in an interview that 
he was disappointed that the plan 
would nut set a precedent for other 
logging projects. 

Mankelow said the plan didn’t go 
far enough to protect fisheries 
and wildlife. He said it could possibly 
be applied successfully in other areas 
of the province, but he expressed con¬ 
cern for the watershed’s sensitive eco¬ 
systems. 

T he plan attempts to apply a 
major clause in this year’s Min¬ 
istry- of Forests Act: 

"To plan the use of the forest and 
range resources of the Crown, so that 
the production of timber and for¬ 
age. the harvesting of timber, the 
grazing of livestock and the realiz¬ 
ation of fisheries, wildlife, water, out¬ 
door recreation and other natural re¬ 
source values are co-ordinated and 
integrated, in ennsuitatioa and co-op¬ 


eration with other ministries and 
agencies of the Crown and with the 
private sector ..." 

B.C. chief forester Bill A'oung said 
recently in an interview that the plan 
attempted to re.solve conflicting view¬ 
points Into a workable package. 

NDER THE plan's terms of refer¬ 
ence. Young said, it “bad to pro¬ 
duce a viable harvesting opportunity 
and adequate protection for wildlife 
and fisheries resources. There were 
some integrated management princi¬ 
ples there they had to address. 

“In implementing the plan, with (he 
follow-up committee, is w here the real 
benefits or disbenefits will take 
place. 

"As a ministry- we have committed 
ourselves to the plan and implement¬ 
ing it over the years." 

Although the public review- process 
built into the plan won't necessarily be 
applied throughout the province, it’s a 
big step for B.C., where until ju.s( a 
few- years ago. logging was usually- a 
job in which forest companies ripped 


out the trees and said 'tough' to evety 
thing else. 

As Jean -Sorensen and D.,M. Trew- 
havc noted in ForesTalk. the provin¬ 
cial government’s forestry magazine, 
it was only 30 years ago that the B.C. 
Forest Service adopted the principle 
of sustained-yield forestry. 

Probably the must important fea¬ 
ture of the Tsitika plan is its proposed 
follow-up committee to monitor the 
watershed’s future and implement the 
plan. 

HE TSITIKA’s forest lands arc 
capable of maintaining a sus¬ 
tained yield of about 82.000 cunjts of 
commercial timber a .vear. 

The plan states that (he initial 24 
years of commercial timber harvest¬ 
ing will support about 146 jobs a year 
from direct logging activity. 

Manufacturing employment on Van¬ 
couver Island and elsewhere in the 
province will provide an additional 
1,128 jobs a .vear. 

The planning process involved sev¬ 
eral steps, including documenting the 


timber, wildlife, fisheries, vegetation 
and ecology of the watershed, and 
preparing a resourte map identifying 
eat h of these areas. 

Three main assumptions were a 
moving force behind this process: 

• Forest industry- employees and 
communities were dependent on a con¬ 
tinuing timber supply from the Tsitika 
in keeping with tree farm licence 
agreements. 

• Significant fish, wildlife, recre¬ 
ation and ecological values were found 
in the Tsitika. 

• Conflicting interesiafc existed 
among the public, industn^Vhd gov¬ 
ernment agencies for the proserva- 
tion and development of the Tsitika’s 
resources.
